SF gays have 
been getting 

into Boy Scouts

A recent policy change by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area Boy Scout Council, to 
allow gay youth as members and gay 
adults as leaders, as long as they don’t 
engage in “public homosexual conduct or ad¬ 
vocacy,” has raised concern among gay leaders. 

The policy was adopted last August, four 
years after the SF Bay Area United Way can¬ 
celed nearly $500,000 in annual funding for 
the group because it banned gay youth from 
joining the membership group. (Individual 
members, who could still donate to the 
scouts through United Way, raised an esti¬ 
mated $75,000 for the San Francisco council 
and about $345,000 for Bay Area scouting 
programs last year, according to a San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner report.) 

The Boy Scouts were also expelled from 
using the premises of the San Francisco Uni¬ 
fied School District for its programs, and lost 
major corporate support locally, because of 
its anti-gay policies. 


Corporate funding by the Bank of Amer¬ 
ica led to unsuccessful efforts by then-Su- 
pervisor Roberta Achtenberg and scouting 
activists to pull part of the city’s cash from 
the BofA. The school district also changed 
banks over the flap, as did several local 
unions and political groups. 

At B.A.R. presstime, it is unclear what ac¬ 
tion the national BSA organization will take 
against the local council for changing the 
policy against accepting gays. In the mean¬ 
time, some local gay activists aren’t satisfied 
with the change. 

“It looks good, but it’s a double message. 
What do they mean by ‘as long as you don’t 
advocate’?” Supervisor Tom Ammiano told 
the B.A.R. “My wrist slips. Is that advocacy? 
And they always talk about conduct. What 
do they mean by public homosexual con¬ 
duct? It’s back to the Anita Bryant days of 
staying in the closet.” 

Former Queer Scouts organizer John 
Woods said that he held much the same view. 

“It sounds like ‘Don’t ask, don’t tell,”’ he said. 

“It’s a step, a first step, however limited.” ▼

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Cop commission 
approves gay 

raid settlement

T he San Francisco Police Commission 
approved Wednesday, December 4 a 
$150,000 tentative settlement of claims 
stemming from the police raid of a 
1995 private South of Market AIDS benefit. 

In addition to the cash settlement, the 
settlement also requires reforms in police 
training and oversight, according to the 
plaintiffs’ attorney. 

Attorney Nanci Clarence said her seven 
clients, who were among 11 people arrested 
during the raid, went through “hell,” both 
when they were arrested, and during hear¬ 
ings when the prosecution’s primary tactic 
was to discredit them. 

“These reforms mean a lot to them, and 
we’re happy to see that some of the problems 
will be addressed,” Clarence said, “but there 
remain gaping holes in review of the police 
misconduct, and they can’t be addressed by 
litigation.” 

Police officers who raided the fundrais¬ 
ing party at a South of Market area ware¬ 
house January 1,1995 cited arrestees for al-

leged offenses ranging from resisting arrest 
to not having proper permits for the event. 
All charges were eventually dismissed. 

The plaintiffs sued the city in federal 
court for civil rights violations and alleged

unanimously. 

Brian Cheu, staff of the 
Human Rights Commission, told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “It is really 
exciting that thes,e findings and 
recommendations have acted as a 
catalyst for a similar resolution by 
the school board, and also an up¬ 
coming resolution by the Board of 
Supervisors.” 

Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Leslie Katz plan a follow-up 
hearing for service providers, with 
the goal of securing more funding 
for LGBTQ youth services. 

A comprehensive document 
that includes summaries of the 
testimony is expected to be print¬ 
ed by February 1997 and will be 
distributed to city agencies, 
schools, and service providers as a 
queer youth reference. The 
Human Rights Commission 
hopes to distribute the document 
to the LIFE Lobby, the queer lob¬ 
bying group in Sacramento, in 
order to develop a statewide 
youth agenda. 

In addition, Cheu said, “The 
HRC plans to present this docu¬ 
ment during the public hearing

96 findings and 116 recommen¬ 
dations, was produced after the 
Human Rights and Youth Com¬ 
missions’ landmark hearing on 
LGBTQ youth in September. That 
hearing included testimony from 
over 30 youth, as well as represen¬ 
tatives from most agencies and 
organizations in the city that serve 
queer youth. 

Recommendations expected to 
be approved tonight include man¬ 
dating the Department of Human 
Services to ensure that group 
homes are sensitive to the needs 
of LGBTQ youth; reinforcing that 
a teacher’s obligation to teach stu¬ 
dents includes the responsibility 
to make classrooms and schools a 
safe place for all students, includ¬ 
ing LGBTQ students; and ensur¬ 
ing no city funds are spent on 
treatments or programs using 
Gender Identity Disorder to

The hearing and preliminary 
recommendations have already 
spawned a sweeping San Francis¬ 
co School Board resolution intro¬ 
duced by Commissioner Angie Fa 
in October.

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Bay Area programmer makes game gay 


A FEW FEATURES FROM OUR COMPLETE MENU

renegade computer pro¬ 
grammer at the East Bay 
i software firm Maxis insert¬ 
ed an unexpected feature into the 
company’s new flight simulation 
game that got him fired: muscu¬ 
lar bikini-clad men who periodi¬ 
cally appear and kiss each other. 

According to Maxis 
spokesman Patrick Beuchner, the 
company did not know about the 
gay images in its SimCopter game 
before it released approximately 
80,000 copies of the software No¬ 
vember 20. 

The fired programmer, 33- 
year-old Jacques Servin, told the 
Bay Area Reporter the unautho¬ 


rized programming was “a new 
kind of activism” done in the 
“spirit of rebelliousness” and the 
kind of cutting-edge creativity 
that is characteristic of software 
artists. 

Servin called the subversion 
“child’s play,” and said there was 
no way for software companies to 
prevent it. 

Players who complete various 
levels of difficulty in SimCopter 
are supposed to be rewarded with 
animated fireworks and a brass 
band. According to Beuchner, that 
is what happens in the first nine 
levels, but in the tenth and final 
level, the band is occasionally re¬ 
placed by men celebrating in 
swimming trunks. 

Servin told the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter he was fired four days after 
a Maxis official discovered the im¬ 
ages while playing the game and 
said there “could be a problem” 
with the gay image. 

“These things added to games 
are called ‘Easter eggs,’ and it’s 
popular among code writers in 
the software industry,” Beuchner 
said. “We have a policy not to in¬ 
clude unauthorized things, and 
that’s why he was terminated.” 

The “Easter eggs” the Walnut 
Creek company authorized for 
SimCopter included the rare ap¬ 
pearance of the Loch Ness Mon¬ 
ster and a superhero flying 
through the air, Beuchner said. 

Servin said he was instructed 
to create several animated “bim¬ 
bos” for the higher, levels of the 


SimCopter. After he did that, he 
then included several “studs” to 
make the point that mass-market 
homosexual imagery is virtually 
nonexistent. 

“I was very proud,” he said. 

While the unauthorized gay 
figures primarily appear when 
players complete the highest lev¬ 
els, Servin said he also pro¬ 
grammed the game to release ad¬ 
ditional scantily clad men on spe¬ 
cial occasions, such as Friday the 
13th and his birthday. 

Maxis said it will offer a “patch” 
that will eliminate the homoerotic 
figures from the program. V

A t a hearing last Thursday, 
December 5, Judge William 
Cahill continued the terms 
of a temporary restraining order 
against the Power Exchange Main 
Station at 74 Otis Street, restrict¬ 
ing occupancy of the sex club to 
49 patrons on one floor of the 
30,000-square foot building. The 
restrictions were instituted No¬ 
vember 15th after Deputy City At¬ 
torney Jeanine Marie-Victoire 
sought the restraining order, 
claiming that the building con¬ 
tained numerous safety violations 
and was a “disaster waiting to 
happen.” 

Since the preliminary hearing, 
club operator Mike Powers and 
building owner Jimmy Jen have 
ameliorated the most pressing 
safety violations. Jen stated that 
“dramatic improvements” have 
been made to three floors of the 
club. Powers provided pho¬ 
tographs showing the installation 
of a new door, new “panic bars” 
on existing doors, and exit lights 
in each room. Powers says the al¬ 
terations cost $3,000. Marie-Vic¬ 
toire stated that while some con¬ 
cerns remain, they were “not im¬ 
minent life safety issues.” She 
noted that the major fire safety vi¬ 
olations had been remedied, and 
she would not be opposed to ex¬ 
panding the club’s operations. 


The city is now demanding 
that the club go through the regu¬ 
lar Fire Department and Depart¬ 
ment of Building Inspection per¬ 
mit process required for business¬ 
es operating in the city. Marie- 
Victoire claims that the club never 
completed this process, and 
should never have been operating 
without full city approval. Ac¬ 
cording to Powers and Jen, the 
permit process has been under¬ 
way for some time, and has been 
held up by city officials. Jen 
claimed that he had heard noth¬ 
ing from officials for five months 


the difficulties and delays encoun¬ 
tered by Powers stem from prob¬ 
lems city officials had with the 
previous tenant of the building, 
Deno Fessler, who operated the 
Playground sex club, including 
lack of cooperation with officials 
attempting to inspect the premis¬ 
es. Powers took over the space in 
May 1996. 

Fire Captain Edward DeCossio 
- who initiated the inspections 
that led to the November 15th 
hearing, and who allegedly made 
homophobic remarks and jokes 
about the activities that took place

prior to the recent events involv¬ 
ing the club. He stated that the 
Fire Department is aware that the 
building is “ready for reinspec¬ 
tion,” and he hopes that this will 
occur as soon as possible. Powers 
pointed out the inconsistencies 
the club has dealt with, noting 
that over the course of five in¬ 
spections from January 1996 to 
the present, the occupancy rating 
of the building has been changed 
from A2 (permitting 999 occu¬ 
pants) to B2 (permitting 49 occu¬ 
pants). 

City officials have accused the 
club operators of being “greedy” 
and unconcerned with public 
safety. Powers counters that his 
club has a high level of cleanli¬ 
ness, and photos show safer sex 
posters and educational materials. 
Jen said that if anyone could find 
an establishment with more safe¬ 
ty exit lights per square foot, they 
could “have my building for free.” 
Powers and Jen hope that public 
pressure will encourage the city to 
move quickly to complete the 
process and allow full operation 
of the club. Powers stated that he 
hoped city officials would be will¬ 
ing to make the same effort to 
allow the club to reopen as they 
were to shut it down. In the 
meantime, the city and the club 
operators are in negotiations re¬ 
garding interim occupancy limits. 
Powers claimed that since late No¬ 
vember, he has sustained an esti¬ 
mated $2,000 per week in lost 
business. 

It appears likely that some of 


at the club - was not present in 
court on December 5th, and 
sources say he has been removed 
from the case. 

Powers and Jen continue to as¬ 
sert that the actions against the 
Power Exchange represent selec¬ 
tive enforcement of the gay sex 
club following press attention re¬ 
lated to proposed legislation gov¬ 
erning local sex clubs and Mayor 
Willie Brown’s subsequent with¬ 
drawal of his support for such leg¬ 
islation. They note that their other 
sex club, the Power Exchange Sub¬ 
station on Harrison Street, is in 
similar condition and is operated 
with a higher occupancy limit, 
even though it is considerably 
smaller. Powers and Jen noted that 
the Substation primarily caters to 
heterosexual, bisexual, and trans- 
gendered patrons, while the Main 
Station caters primarily to gay 
men. ▼

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From Stonewall to Scouting: 
Be prepared 


|f% ince we’ll never know exactly what 
caused that first angry drag queen at 
the Stonewall Inn to rip a parking 
meter out of the concrete and take off run¬ 
ning directly at a homophobic cop’s face, it’s 
always chancy to speculate whether some¬ 
thing is or isn’t “in the spirit of Stonewall.” 
Even so, speculating is so much fun, 
whether alone or with friends, that it’s near¬ 
ly irresistible. 

For instance, was it in the worldview of 
those angry dykes and fags that night to 
change America so much the military 
would drop its ban on gay servicemembers? 
Um, no. Probably not. In those days, when 
the Vietnam War was a clear and present 
danger to so many young men, the ban was 
arguably the best thing about being gay. 
Those advantages were numerous and var¬ 
ied: it was perhaps the only real reason to 
come out in those days; it kept a good many 
smart young men from being wasted as 
cannon fodder in a worthless war; and there 
was the humor factor of heterosexuals 
feigning being gay to avoid conscription. 
Many more talked about pretending to be 
queer at the draft board than ever went 
through with it, naturally, but the thought 
of even one straight guy having to be careful 
to mask his true sexuality is sure to put a 
smile on the face of gay people who have to 
do it all the time. 

If the right to join the Marines Corps 
was not a priority for the earliest activists, 
gay marriage was probably the kind of thing 
they would have wanted (but perhaps 
couldn’t imagine demanding). Of course, 
you remember what Mama said about 
being careful about what you wish for. If the 
decision in Hawaii holds up, and if the state 
of California recognizes same-sex unions as 
legal, we suspect a number of early enthusi¬ 
asts will be screaming in psychic pain the 
first time they go through a divorce. This 
state’s liberal community property laws 
should not be underestimated; be careful 
about giving away half your food to get the 
other half cooked. (Excuse the cynicism. 


which appears to be a naturally oc¬ 
curring antibody to all that holiday 
cheer out there at the moment.) 

Then there’s the Boy Scouts. * 1 

Now it’s possible for gay peo¬ 
ple to devote their time to that 
organization, as long as they 
don’t make a big deal about being gay. Like 
the other two controversies, it doesn’t really 
seem as though this is going to change most 
of our friends’ lives - and like whatever lim¬ 
ited “gains” we’ve made on the military 
front, it’s insultingly based on “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” - but its value may be in its un¬ 
spoken admission that gays are like everyone 
else. We are parents and guardians; we aren’t 
child molesters; we like to get involved in 
projects that have the potential to make to¬ 
morrow a better day. It is also an important 
win because of what it says about our abili¬ 
ty to effect change. The policy was altered 
because of steady pressure (the loss of Unit¬ 
ed Way funding because of public outrage), 



and not because of a riot. In that way it 
couldn’t be further from the spirit of 
. Stonewall, but we suspect it is pleas¬ 
ing a lot of the people who ri¬ 
oted there that night - even if 
those queens wouldn't have been 
caught dead spending the day in 
hiking boots, let alone the night a pup tent. 
(Although, God knows, it would have added 
a whole new meaning to the phrase “Camp 
Counselor,” and they might have brought a 
much-needed design touch to those dreary 
merit badges.) 

Gradually the past furor and its “Gays vs. 
Scouts” headlines will disappear into the 
miasma of recent history, and then ancient 
history, and future generations will never 
even know there was a problem with gay 
scouts joining or gay scout leaders volun¬ 
teering. That thought is enough to make us 
cheerful, brave, and reverent as a Boy Scout; 
now, if only we could remember what the 
other required attributes were... ▼ 



Looking at a Chrysler?

he issues over Chrysler Motor Com¬ 
pany refusing to acknowledge “sexual 
orientation” in its diversity programs 
should come as no big surprise. After all, 
Chrysler Motors was recently dinged by the 
State of California for reselling (laundering) 
“lemons” to second buyers without disclos¬ 
ing the prior use, condition, and potential 
safety problems of hundreds of its “good- 
faith repurchases.” It did so to California 
consumers - our friends and families, after it 
had been caught and dinged for the same 
practices previously in Pennsylvania and 
New York and God-knows-where-else. 

Chrysler merely operates within an in¬ 
dustry which, by conservative appraisals, 
robs America’s family values of tens of bil¬ 
lions of dollars every year through the 
fraud, sham, and abuse of unfair, manipu¬ 
lative, and fraudulent sales and service prac¬ 
tices. No other industry, not even the legal 
profession, shares the lowly level of public 
repute that new and used car dealers and 
manufacturers do in our society, yet we 
would deign to expect better of Chrysler, 
other manufacturers or dealers regarding its 
treatment of our gay brothers and sisters in¬ 
side the industry or in the general market¬ 
place? Duh? 

We expected the military, a “special 
place” where young civilian adults are sado- 
masochismed into professional killers, to 
treat us and our fellows and sisters better 


too, remember? 

While it is good to work for equality in 
every business and social environment, the 
exploitative practices of businesses should 
be held up to ridicule and be made to evolve 
to an acceptable socially responsible and re¬ 
sponsive level. 

A study of auto consumer practices 
showed that women and minorities rou¬ 
tinely paid more for car purchases and ser¬ 
vice than do white males, with black fe 
males and black males doing worse 
than white females. It was deter¬ 
mined that the pricing differences 
were due to industry and business 
biases rather than because of indi¬ 
vidual consumer skills. 

As a minimum, along with 
equality in the workplace 
we should be demanding 
that businesses behave 
fairly and responsibly in 
the marketplace as well, 
where everyone is affected by unscrupulous 
practices. The billions of dollars siphoned 
from our friends and families every year by 
shady practices in the auto industry could 
be helping to fund AIDS and other needy 
and worthy social and environmental char¬ 
ities. Instead, these moneys fuel the greed 
and avarice of one of the most socially irre¬ 
sponsible industries known to humankind. 
Folks might consider whether we all, in¬ 
cluding the industry and our overall econ¬ 
omy and environment, would benefit from 
the implementation of a “Fair Car Sales and 



Service Practices Act” to comprehensively 
protect consumers, honest industry practi¬ 
tioners, and our local, state and national 
economies from the fraud, waste and abuse 
in this industry. Does anyone have a prob¬ 
lem with fairness? 

But, like “they” say, “Whatever traffic al¬ 
lows”: As long as we continue buying and 
eating the slop served by the auto industry, 
we’ll be for dinner. For more free informa¬ 
tion on lemon-proofing the Great American 
Car Deal, share “CARveat Emptor: Tricks of 
the Great American Car Deal” with friends 
and family.

Until 
Chrysler Motors and its in¬ 
dustry fellows expand its definition of equal¬ 
ity, avoid buying one, or at the very least dis¬ 
cover several new dingy deal factors to help 
you avoid paying too much for another 
Chrysler or other car deal or lease mistake. 
Repairing the Great American Car Deal is a 
team sport.

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Eating our own 

Please don’t believe that all transsexually-identi- 
fied people oppose the abolition of GID (Gender- 
Identity Disorder) from the DSM-IV. I support the 
removal of GID from the list of psychiatric illnesses, 
just as homosexuality was removed back in 1972. 

My transsexuality is not a disability. My transsex¬ 
uality is not a “mental impairment” from which I may 
derive protection under the law. I believe that being 
transsexual is a medical condition, not a psychologi¬ 
cal one.

There are numerous, doc¬ 
umented testimonies from people who were incarcer¬ 
ated and subjected to drug “treatments” and aversion 
“therapy” to rid them of their anti-social tendencies. 
This is institutionalized hate-violence at its worst. 

Attacking NCLR and IGLHRC for trying to elim¬ 
inate this threat is not the way to further our cause. 
Lobbying for, and achieving a medical diagnosis of 
transsexuality will meet the needs of Portland trans¬ 
sexuals without endangering the freedom of others. 

Why is it, in every social revolution, that 
the leaders begin to eat their own? Let’s end 
this schism and work to build alliances. If 
we devour our allies, who will be left to 
fight for us?

Many of us who were 
friends of Harvey listened to speakers talk of Harvey 
and his commitment to the Castro District and San 
Francisco, and most of all, his work to help minori¬ 
ties, the handicapped, gays and straights, and young 
and old. In attendance were Stewart Wallace, who 
composed the Harvey Milk opera, and Michael 
Kourie, who did the libretto. 

Some of my words to those attending were to 
thank the gay community for their support while I 
was the Teamster official directing the boycott of 
Coors Beer in California.

They, along with countless others, removed Coors 
from all gay-owned businesses within two weeks. This 
support by gay owners not only stunned Coors, but it 
also showed the boycott Field Director Andy Cirke- 
lis, the Teamster union, and myself the power of the 
gay community.

Also present at the memorial was the principal of 
the Harvey Milk Civil Rights Academy (formerly the 
Douglass School, which I attended sixty years ago). 

To those of you who did not see the Harvey Milk 
opera, we can only hope it returns to San Francisco 
when the War Memorial Opera House reopens. The 
opera was a work of art and love. 

Before Harvey’s business partner and lover Scott 
Smith died, he placed Harvey’s ashes under a plaque 
in front of Harvey’s home and business at 575 Castro 
Street. Going into my sixty-fifth year on Castro Street 
with 40 of those married to a great lady, I thank Har¬ 
vey every day for making the Castro what it is today.

Where there’s smoke ... 

The two articles in the December 5 issue “Tobacco 
$$...” by Dennis Conkin and “Revealed: the smoking 
habits of people who watch drag pageants” by Rene 
M. Astudillo have shown your paper has sunk to new 
low levels.

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A new, kinder Congress?

ississippi Republican Sen¬ 
ator Trent Lott, a diehard 
conservative, is now firm¬ 
ly entrenched as senate majority 
leader in the new 105th Congress, 
replacing his illustrious predeces¬ 
sor, Bob “Where’s the out¬ 
rage?” Dole. Lott, younger than 
the legendary deal-making Dole 
by nearly 20 years, is known in 
D.C. as an affable schmoozer who 
enchants just about everyone - 
Republicans and Democrats alike. 

On the other hand, the highly 
intelligent, well-educated Lott, 
thought to have presidential am¬ 
bitions himself, also has a reputa¬ 
tion on Capitol Hill as a hard- 
nosed overachiever with a 
demonstrated will to dominate. In 
either case, the Southern senator 
is now the most powerful Repub¬ 
lican in Washington, and the most 
dominant figure in the Republi¬ 
can Party, even eclipsing the bet¬ 
ter-known Newt Gingrich. 

Some Washington watchers al¬ 
ready sense a bit of a rivalry be¬ 
tween the two over party policy, or 
even worse, daily headlines com¬ 
ing from Congress. Since the Re¬ 
publicans picked up two more 
senate members in last month’s 
election, Lott and Co. are in a 
very good position to 
make things even more 
uncomfortable for Presi¬ 
dent Clinton than last 
time out. 

However, Trent 
Lott read the signals 
from voters that they 
will not stand 
for more Re¬ 
publican 
tricks like the 
shutting down of the national 
government (which clearly 
worked in Clinton’s re-election 
favor). Since the election (where 
Democrats picked up a net gain of 
ten House seats), both Lott and 
Gingrich have frequently ex¬ 
pressed their desire for a coopera¬ 
tive relationship with the Bill 
Clinton White House. 

Just as often, unfortunately, the 
new senate majority leader has 
dropped hints that he might be 
looking forward to a fight with 
the president. The senator warned 
last week that “if the president re¬ 
turns to the way he acted in the 
first two years of his first term of 
bigger government, takeover of 
health care, a tax increase - then 
we’ll be prepared to fight.” Lott 
was sending a message that he 
doesn’t want “my Senate” to ap¬ 
pear unwilling to work with Clin¬ 
ton, but he was also saying that he 
had no intention of permitting 
the president to stand in the way 
of the Republican agenda. 

After the tough Mississippian 
saw a few months before the No¬ 
vember election that the GOP was 
losing a war of words with Clin¬ 
ton and was thought by voters to 
be too partisan, he helped break a 
legislative logjam, which lead to 
the enactment of a minimum- 
wage increase, a welfare-reform 
bill, some modest tax breaks for 
small businesses, a national parks 
expansion bill, and legislation 
helping workers keep health in¬ 
surance. For this, Senator Lott 
took heavy flak from the more 
conservative, right-wing members 
of his party, but the fact that the 
Republicans now enjoy a 55-45 
GOP majority in the Senate while 
keeping House losses to a mini¬ 
mum seems to bolster the con¬ 
tention that Lott’s pre-election co¬ 
operation with the White House 
worked well for his party. 


Even with his ten-vote majority, 
Lott knows that because of the fil¬ 
ibuster, it takes 60 votes to do his 
work, so some compro¬ 
mise is inevitable. In 
the Gingrich-led House 
of Representatives, Re¬ 
publicans, faced with 
ten more Demos in 
that body, are talking 
compromise as well. 

A “kinder, gentler” 
new GOP- 
controlled 
Congress? 
We’ll have to 
wait and see. Then again, Election 
2000 is currently wide open, with 
no incumbent on the ticket. Per¬ 
haps Lott, Gingrich et al. might 
just be willing to be a bit more 
chummy with the White House in 
hopes of enhancing their chances 
of living there four years hence. 

Politics and people 

Also in D.C.: N.Y. Senator Al- 
fonse D’Amato, who had been 
making partisan hay most of last 
year as chair of the Whitewater 
hearings, suddenly announced 
that there would be no more of 
them, despite previous warnings 
he would take them up again in 
the 105th Congress. Could the 
senator’s change of heart have 
something to do with the fact that 
he is up for re-election in 1998 
and his approval ratings are at an 
all-time low in his home state? Or 
maybe that President Clinton car¬ 
ried N.Y. by upward of a million 
votes last November? 

Both the SF Examiner and the 
San Jose Mercury News editorial¬ 
ized in favor of gay marriages last 
week. Bravo! 

Some Sacto insiders believe 
that Assembly Speaker Cruz Bus¬ 
tamante’s appointment of Sheila 
Kuehl as Speaker Pro Tern (in¬ 
stead of having a floor vote) 
means that Kuehl now serves at 
Bustamante’s pleasure and could 
be on a very short leash. 

Class act: Massachusetts GOP 
Gov. William Weld (often called 
America’s most pro-gay governor) 
lost a race to incumbent U.S. Sen¬ 
ator John Kerry last month, but 
unlike most other politicians 
(particularly the losing ones), he 
didn’t fire everyone on his cam¬ 
paign staff the day after his losing 
effort. Instead, he gave over 100 of 
them a month’s extra pay. “Well, 
Christmas is almost here,” ex¬ 
plained Weld. 


Compare these figures! The 
new Assembly sworn in last week 
in Sacramento has 17 women and 
18 minorities among its 43 De¬ 
mocratic members, while the Re¬ 
publicans count only two minori¬ 
ties and three women among their 
37 members. 

Instant karma: Yoko 0no gave 
$1 million last week to the N.Y. 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis in recog¬ 
nition of World AIDS Day. Mean¬ 
while, AIDS crusader Elizabeth 
Taylor spoke to the U.N. General 
Assembly, demanding “a global 
revolution in health care” to re¬ 
spond to the pandemic. Speaking 
in another part of New York City 
at the west side Riverside Church 
at an AIDS rally with Whoopi 
Goldberg and Elton John, 
famed opera star Jessye Norman 
took on churches, particularly 
black churches, for their notice¬ 
able “reluctance” to do more, 
given how uncomfortable church¬ 
es can be with the gays and drug 
users hardest hit by the disease. 
“We haven’t addressed it proper¬ 
ly,” Norman said. “We’ve managed 
to make it a disease that you 
shouldn’t talk about. It’s so self- 
defeating to treat it this way that 
it’s hardly bearable to say. ...I cry 
every time I myself talk about it.” 

I haven’t received my invite 
yet, but the LA Times reports that 
David Mixner, 50, still thought to 
be President Clinton’s best open¬ 
ly gay bud, will “marry” artist 
Patrick Marston, 30, soon in an 
LA church. Mixner helped raise 
millions for Clinton’s 1992 run, 
though the two later had a falling 
out and a kiss-and-make-up ses¬ 
sion (over Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, 
among other things). 

My Quote of the Week is from 
the Ex editorial on Hawaii Circuit 
Judge Kevin Chang’s ruling 
against Hawaii’s ban on gay mar¬ 
riages: “The burden should rest 
on opponents of gay marriage to 
prove just what harm is caused 
[by gay marriages]. If gays make 
lousy parents, that should be 
proved. If the institution of mar¬ 
riage is at risk, that should be 
proved. If the stability of society is 
threatened, that should be proved. 
If our moral fiber and national 
spirit are imperiled, that should 
be proved. If more kids, or more 
adults, will be made unhappy, that 
should be proved. When people 
act without sufficient evidence, 
that’s when the world really starts 
going to hell in a handbasket.” ▼

mouth of a strong woman who 
practically embodies pride. It was 
spoken about a circle of friends in 
a community in which pride is an 
everyday word. Either that pride 
failed, or it was not what it pre¬ 
tended to be. 

Light in the darkness 

The festivals of light in winter 
are indeed about joy, about mak¬ 
ing art out of the dark of the year. 
About finding some commonalty 
and goodwill among people, even 
if only temporarily. They’re there 
for enjoying, not for measuring 
one’s self against some arbitrary 
set of holiday experiences any¬ 
one’s supposed to have. With all 
the horror stories about holiday 
togetherness that live even in the 
mythology of the holidays, and 
with ours in this region being 
such an incredibly transient com¬ 
munity, I hope those among us 
feeling hopeless this season stop 
and realize it’s only an illusion 
that makes things weigh more 
heavily. 

Pride is supposed to make 
everything okay - so when it isn’t 
enough, people often blame 
themselves. But pride isn’t meant 
to make life easier; it’s meant to 
make living easier. We think we 
have to pretend it doesn’t hurt to 
be unwelcome back home during 
the holidays, or welcome only if 
we play straight. Can you under¬ 
stand it’s okay if that hurts, be¬ 
cause pride doesn’t change the 
fact that it sucks? Pride is meant 
to let us know and live our self- 
worth no matter how much of a 
challenge this can be in a society 
that’s still learning. 

Unfortunately, we have among 
us people who crave unanimous 
internalization of their “narrative” 
of gayness, which presents us as 
totally fabulous and ever so hip- 
per than other people just for 
being queer. This can be very hard 
on those who don’t succeed as 
rainbow clones - at matching 
themselves, their interests and 
their values to the groupthink. 
Dear ones, the people who make 
the biggest show of being the 
hippest are often the least secure. 
There are more of us who don’t fit 
in “our” community than do; 
being way down at this time of 
year may actually be a sign of a 
healthy individuality. To be your¬ 
self is something beautiful and 
well worth living for. 

In a big country, dreams stay 
with you like a lover’s voice fires 
the mountainside. Stay alive.

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Pink pinkos?

T his week in gay history: The 
U.S. Senate Subcommittee 
on Investigations releases its 
report on the “Employment of Ho¬ 
mosexuals and Other Sex Perverts 
in Government” December 15, 
1950. 

Between 1950 and 1954, Re¬ 
publican U.S. Senator Joseph 
McCarthy of Wisconsin con¬ 
stantly made headlines with his 
attacks on communists and 
other “subversives” whom he 
claimed had infiltrated the en¬ 
tire federal government. Al¬ 
though McCarthy was only one 
of many public figures who cru¬ 
saded against “anti-American” 
employees of the federal govern¬ 
ment, his attention-grabbing 
stunts and blowhard persona 
helped lend his name to the phe¬ 
nomenon now known as Mc- 
Carthyism. 

Although less well-known 
than the campaign against com¬ 


munists, the McCarthy era also 
saw a widespread push to root 
out “perverts” from government 
service - and the overwhelming 
majority of those “perverts” were 
lesbians and gay men. About two 
weeks after McCarthy’s first 
media splash, in which he al¬ 
leged that hundreds of commu¬ 
nists were working in the State 
Department, a top State Depart¬ 
ment official indicated that near¬ 
ly a hundred of his agency’s em¬ 
ployees had resigned amid con¬ 
cern that they were security 
risks, adding, “Most of these 
were homosexuals.” 

This revelation caused a 
media stir, appearing on the 
front page of the next day’s New 
York Times and causing many 
both inside and outside the gov¬ 
ernment to ask just how wide¬ 
spread was the infiltration of sex 
perverts within the ranks of gov¬ 
ernment. Few questioned the as¬ 
sumption that homosexuals 
serving in government positions 
posed a threat to national secu¬ 
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rity - whether through the risk 
of blackmail or through the pre¬ 
sumed weakness and incompe¬ 
tence of “moral degenerates.” 

Although other legislators, 
particularly the prominent Re¬ 
publican Nebraska Senator Ken¬ 
neth Wherry, took the lead in in¬ 
vestigating the presence of ho¬ 
mosexuals in government, Mc¬ 
Carthy himself also pointed fin¬ 
gers. For example, he com¬ 
plained to a Senate subcommit¬ 
tee that one gay man had been 
protected from losing his State 
Department job because of po¬ 
litical pressure from the Democ¬ 
rats. 

Throughout 1950, the inves¬ 
tigations continued, and dozens 
of lesbians and gay men lost 
their jobs each month. In De¬ 
cember of that year, the Senate 
Subcommittee on Investigations 
released its report on the “Em¬ 
ployment of Homosexuals and 
Other Sex Perverts in Govern¬ 
ment,” which charged that gays 
were generally unsuitable for 
government jobs - in part be¬ 
cause they enjoy each other’s 
company and thus “it is almost 
inevitable that [they] will at¬ 
tempt to place other homosexu¬ 
als in government jobs.” Worse, 
the report continued, homosex¬ 
uals’ emotional instability 
“makes them susceptible to the 
blandishments of the foreign es¬ 
pionage agent.” 

This report and the other ac¬ 
cusations of the McCarthy era 
were turned into concrete ho¬ 
mophobic policies as the 1950s 
wore on. The FBI began surveil¬ 


lance of gay bars and social net¬ 
works, while the Post Office 
began keeping track of homo¬ 
sexuals by noting the subscribers 
to physique magazines and gay 
pen-pal clubs. Soon after Eisen¬ 
hower took office in 1953, he is¬ 
sued Executive Order 10450, 
which made “sexual perversion” 
acceptable grounds for firing any 
government employee, from the 
military to the Library of Con¬ 
gress. According to one estimate, 
as much as 20 percent of the 
American work force was subject 
to McCarthy-era rules that could 
allow summary dismissal be¬ 
cause of homosexuality. 

McCarthy’s public humilia¬ 
tion and censure in 1954 (which 
involved his closeted gay aide 
Roy Cohn’s mendacity and au¬ 
dacity in spending public funds) 
ended his role as the demagogue 
of the decade. But the anti-gay 
policies of the McCarthy era, 
along with their inevitable psy¬ 
chological effects on the fragile 
gay and lesbian community of 
the time, long outlived the pub¬ 
lic career of their founder. 

The greatest irony of this his¬ 
torical episode is the fact that 
McCarthy was often accused, 
McCarthy-style, of having been 
gay himself. A bachelor for 45 
years until he married a mem¬ 
ber of his staff in 1953, Mc¬ 
Carthy’s sexuality was the sub¬ 
ject of innuendo both during 
his life and since. At the height 
of McCarthy’s power, a newspa¬ 
per publisher who had previ¬ 
ously tangled with the senator 
wrote, “It is common talk 


among homosexuals in Milwau¬ 
kee who rendezvous at the 
White Horse Inn that Senator 
Joe McCarthy often engaged in 
homosexual activities. The per¬ 
sons in Nevada who listened to 
McCarthy’s radio talk thought 
he had the queerest laugh. He 
has. He is.” 

It is not a coincidence that 
those who were most feared in 
the McCarthy era were commu¬ 
nists, homosexuals, and Jews. 
The three groups share key char¬ 
acteristics, which posed a threat 
to an insecure nation at the out¬ 
set of the Cold War. Commu¬ 
nists, homosexuals, and Jews are 
not always easy to spot. They 
may conceal their political opin¬ 
ions, masquerade as straight, or 
change their last names, but het¬ 
erodox they remain - often dis¬ 
creetly meeting with fellow trav¬ 
elers. Less than two decades after 
members of these groups were 
sent to concentration camps on 
the other side of the Atlantic, 
they again found themselves 
thrown together, this time in a 
vicious campaign of innuendo, 
slander, and attack on their 
livelihoods. ▼

A media flurry has followed 
Hawaii Circuit Court Judge 
Kevin S.C. Chang’s Decem¬ 
ber 3 ruling, in which he found 
that the state had failed to show 
compelling evidence why same- 
sex couples should not be granted 
legal marriage. The Baeher v. 
Miike battle is far from over, 
though: The next day a stay was 
ordered until the decision is ap¬ 
pealed to the state Supreme 
Court. 

Whatever the final outcome, 
the story was big news this 
week— it was the lead story on 
the December 3 CBS Evening 
News and got ample coverage on 
both ABC and NBC. According to 
several sources, CNN coverage 
has been significantly less than 
that of the broadcast networks. 
Many major newspapers gave the 
story front-page attention, in¬ 
cluding The New York Times, Los 
Angeles Times, San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer, Washington Post, Chicago 
Tribune, and the Baltimore Sun. 
Meanwhile, the media has already 
begun to spin out a number of 
angles for the story: 

• On December 5, the San 
Francisco Chronicle criticized op¬ 
ponents of same-sex marriage in 
an editorial stating that “the re¬ 
cent House of Representatives 
vote on the so-called ‘Defense of 
Marriage Act’ show that old prej¬ 
udices die hard. As the. appeal of 
the Hawaii case makes its way to 
the state Supreme Court, there 
will be plenty more bluster about 
the threat to the foundation of 
Western civilization.” 

• On the same day, the San 
Francisco Chronicle featured an 
editorial cartoon showing two 
booths, labeled “Drive-Thru Wed¬ 
dings” and “Drive-Thru Di¬ 
vorces.” The attendant in the first 
booth says, “I can’t believe they 
might allow gay marriages in 
Hawaii,” and the divorce booth at¬ 
tendant replies, “Is nothing sa¬ 
cred?” 

• The lead editorial in the De¬ 
cember 4 edition of the Honolulu 
Advertiser stated that “Judge

Chang’s ruling is contrary to pub¬ 
lic opinion, but it was the right 
decision. And it’s a decision that 
should make the majority careful¬ 
ly rethink their position. Hawaii 
has a history of leadership in civil 
rights, demonstrated when it 
pushed for equal rights for 
women and legalized interracial 
marriages. It is time for 
Hawaii to move for¬ 
ward on this civil 
rights issue, too.” 

• The Los Angeles 
Times Syndicate fea¬ 
tured an offensive and 
simplistic attack on 
same-sex marriage by 
Cal Thomas in its De¬ 
cember 5 edition, in 
which he hauls out all the old 
chestnuts of the radical religious 
right, saying, “While Hawaii has 
long been on the liberal fringe of 
many social issues, the struggle to 
maintain what remains of the so¬ 
cial fabric will ultimately deter¬ 
mine whether we continue to fol¬ 
low ancient Rome on the road to 
destruction, or come to our sens¬ 
es, turn around and re-enter a 
harbor of safety ordained by God 
for our own protection.” 

The Schmitz sentencing: a 
tale of two stories 

Following Jonathan Schmitz’s 
December 4 sentence of 25 to 50 
years in prison for killing Scott 
Amedure in the anti-gay murder 
trial, news from the Associated 
Press and Reuters told two differ¬ 
ent stories. The Associated Press 
focused once again on the “Secret 
Crush” episode of the Jenny Jones 
show, emphasizing that 
“[Schmitz’s] defense lawyers said 
he had been fighting alcoholism, 
depression and a thyroid condi¬ 
tion when the show’s producers 
ambushed him and pushed him 
over the edge.” 

On the other hand, the Reuters 
story said that “the case, which 
drew international attention to 
the seamy side of daytime talk 
shows, was also tracked closely by 
groups concerned about anti-gay 
violence. One gay rights advocate 
who attended the trial said the 
sentence sent the right message 
because it was at the high end of 
what the judge could order. ‘In a 
positive way it sends a message 


that you will be responsible re¬ 
gardless of who your victim is,’ 
said Jeffrey Montgomery, presi¬ 
dent of the Detroit-based Triangle 
Foundation.” 

Please commend Reuters for 
finally discussing the fact that 
this was an antf-gay hate 
crime, and for suggesting that 
homophobia was on 
trial, not talk shows. 
Also suggest that the 
Associated Press follow 
Reuters’s lead.

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Gay community center 
opens in Contra Costa

T he Rainbow Community 
Center, Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ty’s first gay and lesbian 
community center, will proudly 
open its doors to the general pub¬ 
lic this Sunday, December 15, for a 
holiday open house. 

The center has been in the 
making for several years, accord¬ 
ing to RCC board member Kay 
Teeters. There have been different 
gay and lesbian organizations 
scattered around, but part of the 
problem was finding adequate 
space for groups to meet, Teeters 
commented. 

In the fall of 1995, a town hall 
meeting was planned for the gay 
community in the Concord Li¬ 
brary. Much effort was put into 
the publicity for the event by the 
organizers. Teeters recalled, “We 
were astonished. We were just 
overwhelmed by the number of 
people who showed up and the 
amount of energy there was 
.. .and the interest in the commu¬ 
nity in having a center. And we 
were very pleased to see the level 
of support that there was. 

“Things have snowballed ever 
since. I’m really excited about it. I 
think it’s fabulous.” 

The RCC board of directors 
have been inspired by what other 
centers in the Bay Area have ac¬ 
complished, particularly with 


Spectrum in Marin County and 
with the Billy DeFrank Center in 
San Jose. Teeters said, “We’ve 
toured those centers and we’ve re¬ 
ceived a lot of encouragement 
from the staff at both these places. 
We definitely will trade informa¬ 
tion [with them], and we certain¬ 
ly do hope to work with other or¬ 
ganizations, both here in the 
county and in other places as 
well.” 

Jamie Lotstein, who is also on 
the RCC board of directors, told 


the B.A.R. the center has received 
its nonprofit status from the state 
and the federal governments. He 
related how RCC board members 
believed they had a scary moment 
when the Pleasant Hill Planning 
Commission informed them that 
they needed to apply for a use 
permit. 

“Being gay, we immediately as¬ 
sumed that this is going to be 
their way to screw us and to drag 
this thing out,” he said. “We were 
extremely defensive about it, but 
we came to find out it’s very rou¬ 
tine to have this done here,” Lot¬ 


stein said. 

P.H. Planning Commissioners 
have even been helpful to RCC 
board members. “We have our fin¬ 
gers crossed that maybe the times 
are better and we don’t have to 
react the way we used to,” added 
the open and friendly Lotstein. 

The Rainbow Community 
Center will regularly hold meet¬ 
ings for social, educational, and 
support groups. Ideas for the 
types of groups or activities to be 
held at the center are taken direct¬ 


ly from the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity in the area. 

The center covers a total of 
about 1,800 square feet and has 
eight rooms, plus two restrooms. 
It is located on 2637 Pleasant Hill 
Road, at the corner of Taylor 
Road in the Diablo View Plaza, in 
Pleasant Hill. V

Merger gives HIVers one-stop 
shopping for jobs and benefits

P eople with AIDS seeking 
access to both benefits 
counseling and job place¬ 
ment services will be able to find 
them through a single intake 
process, following the recent 
merger of AIDS Benefits Coun¬ 
selors with Positive Resources. 

Founded in 1987, ABC assists 
an estimated 2,000 clients a year 
in obtaining public and private 
entitlements, including longterm 
disability insurance, health insur¬ 
ance, and life insurance, as well as 
public benefits such as Social Se¬ 
curity and MediCal. The service is 
provided free at ABC’s Castro 
Street offices, and in Tenderloin 
and Mission satellite branches. 

With an projected annual bud¬ 
get of nearly $500,000 annually, 
AIDS Benefits Counselors also 
provides training and consultation 
to HIV service providers through 
Northern California. ABC is par¬ 
tially funded through the San 
Francisco Department of 
Health/Ryan White CARE Act, the 
San Francisco Academy of 
Friends, and the GAP Foundation. 

Positive Resources is an em¬ 
ployment services program whose 
mission is to empower persons 
living with HIV/AIDS to main¬ 


tain their independence and qual¬ 
ity of life through employment. 

The agency was founded in 
January 1992, originally as part of 
the AIDS/HIV Life Center, but ac¬ 
cording to former Positive Re¬ 
sources Board Director Paul 
Vander Waerdt, an interim board 
of directors appointed for Positive 
Resources began the separation 
process last January. 

Seven potential agency affilia¬ 
tions were reviewed by the board, 
and merger negotiations began 
with ABC last August. 

The merger was announced 
Tuesday, December 3 and follows 
a ten-month community plan¬ 


ning process that included a com¬ 
petitive proposal process, accord¬ 
ing to AIDS Benefits Counselors 
Executive Director Paul Causey, as 
well as a comprehensive survey to 
determine that ABC clients would 
be interested in incorporating 
Positive Resources. 

“The planning process was 
vast and complete. We were de¬ 
lighted that AIDS Benefits Coun¬ 
selors scored so high with clients 
and providers,” Causey said. “It’s a 
significant step forward in the 
epidemic, and it’s logical that ABC 
is the agency to take this step.” 

Employment services for peo¬ 
ple with HIV are a critically im¬ 


portant part of the AIDS service 
infrastructure, according to 
Vander Waerdt. 

Clients may have cashed in 
their work-related benefits or in¬ 
surance policies, he said, but are 
living longer and healthier lives 
because of recent medical ad¬ 
vances - and are bored and want 
to work. 

Vander Waerdt also said re¬ 
searchers have found that people 
with HIV/AIDS who are em¬ 
ployed live “significantly longer 
lives with fewer opportunistic in¬ 
fections” and generally enjoy bet¬ 
ter mental health than people 
with HIV who are unemployed. 

“Our merger with ABC will 
significantly strengthen employ¬ 
ment services for people living 
with HIV/AIDS in San Francisco,” 
Vander Waerdt said. 

Supported by major funding 
from the Mayor’s Office of Com¬ 
munity Development, the Levi 
Strauss Foundation, AIDS Walk 
1996, and other resources, Posi¬ 
tive Resources made 452 job 
placements - generating more 
than $284,000 in client wages and 
salaries - through the year ending 
November 1996. 

While the majority of the po¬ 
sitions were temporary part-time 
placement according to PR statis¬ 
tics, a dozen clients were placed in 
full-time permanent jobs, and 48 
clients were placed in permanent 
part-time positions. 

“What we have found is that 
the vast majority of our clients 
want part-time jobs,” Vander 
Waerdt said. T

Rikki Streicher Field 
dedication Sunday

T he late lesbian leader Rikki 
Streicher was known for her 
love of and involvement in 
gay sporting events, so it seems 
only fitting that local politicians, 
friends, and the public will gather 
at the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center Sunday, December 15 to 
officially dedicate the Castro 
neighborhood’s athletic field in 
her honor. 

The San Francisco Recreation 
and Park Commission unani¬ 
mously approved a proposal to re¬ 
name Collingwood Park the Rikki 
Streicher Athletic Field at its Oc¬ 
tober 17 meeting. Sunday would 
have been Streicher’s 71 birthday; 
she died of cancer in 1994. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal will make the dedica¬ 
tion. Last month the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors unanimously approved 
a resolution declaring Sunday 
“Rikki Streicher Day” in the city. 

Hydie Downard, a longtime 
friend of Streicher’s who is help¬ 
ing plan the dedication ceremony, 
told the B.A.R. that naming the 
field after Streicher has “been a 
long time coming.” 

Downard, along with Mary 
Sanger, who had been Streicher’s 
partner of 18 years, were among 
those who attended the Recre¬ 
ation and Park Commission 
meeting in support of naming the

athletic field in honor of Streich¬ 
er. 

“We’re looking forward to it,” 
said Downard. 

Speakers at the dedication cer¬ 
emony will include Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden and Susan 
Kennedy, co-president of the Fed¬ 
eration of Gay Games. Singer 
Sharon McNight is also expected 
to come up from Los Angeles, 
Downard said. 

Following the ceremony, there 
will be a celebration at the Elbo 
Room, which used to be Amelia’s, 
a popular lesbian bar Streicher 
owned and operated. 

Streicher was a co-founder of 


the Federation of Gay Games, and 
wrote the by-laws and articles of 
incorporation for the group that 
chooses the location and oversees 
the international athletic event. A 
lifelong sports enthusiast, Streich¬ 
er was perhaps best known for her 
commitment to women’s pool 
and women’s softball. 

She was inducted into the Gay 
Softball League’s Hall of Fame in 
1994. In June 1994, Streicher was 
honored with the Tom Waddell 
Cup at the closing ceremonies of 
the Gay Games in New York. 

In addition to her support of 
various gay and lesbian athletic 
events, Streicher was an accom¬ 
plished businesswoman. She was 
the owner of Maud’s, a lesbian bar 
that was a community institution 
from the day it opened in 1966 
until it closed in 1989. 

Streicher and Maud’s were im¬ 
mortalized by filmmaker Paris 
Poirier in Last Call At Maud’s , a 
moving documentary that de¬ 
tailed the importance of Streicher 
and Maud’s in the lives of the 
bar’s patrons and the life of the 
local lesbian community. T 


The dedication ceremony 
begins Sunday at 2 p.m. at the 
athletic field, 19th and 
Collingwood streets. The 
celebration at the Elbo Room, 
17th and Valencia streets, 
starts at 3 p.m.

“I was delighted. It was terrific 
exposure of some local artists 
who are still here,” Faulk told the 
B.A.R. 

Among those who had their 
work on exhibit was Visual AID 
artist Michael Johnstone, whose 
work on display at City Hall this 
fall was defaced. 

Fisher said it was great to see 
the artists at the December 4 re¬ 
ception. 

“Of the 19 people, most are 
still alive,” Fisher said. “It was very 
rewarding to see the smiling faces 
of the artists. It was a very moving 
evening for me.” 

Fisher said the idea for the Vi¬ 
sual AID exhibition was born 
when he reintroduced himself to 
Steve Nash, a deputy director at 
the de Young.

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Chrysler dodge: Carmaker’s denial 
of gay protection angers activists

T he refusal of the nation’s 
third-largest automaker, 
Chrysler, to include the 
words “sexual orientation” in 
the Equal Application of Agree¬ 
ment section of its recent con¬ 
tract with the United Auto 


Workers (UAW) spurred a 
protest complete with picketing, 
linked informational Web sites, 
and a coordinated national 
demonstration. Picketers 
demonstrated outside several 
Chrysler dealerships across the 
U.S. for the first National Day of 
Protest last month, and ongoing 
picketing is still in place in 


Auburn Hills, Michigan. 

Many proponents of equal 
rights say the carmaker’s refusal 
to budge symbolizes the deaf 
ear Chrysler turns towards its 
gay, lesbian, and transgendered 
employees. But the Campaign 
for Equal Rights at Chrysler, a 
coalition headed by Chrysler 
employee Ron Woods, is mak¬ 
ing its opposition heard. 

Woods, who is out on med¬ 
ical leave, claiming repeated ig¬ 
nored physical harassment from 
employees, wants increased sen¬ 
sitivity/diversity training at 
Chrysler and the inclusion of 
the words “sexual orientation” 
to the UAW contract. The car- 
maker defends its refusal by re¬ 
futing the need for specific legal 
protection based on sexual ori¬ 
entation in their contracts. 

“We have made a conscious 
effort to not name specific indi¬ 
viduals [in the contract],” 
Chrysler spokesperson Lori Mc- 
Tavish said, “but we have not 
made a decision to exclude 
gays.” 

When questioned about the 
company’s inclusion of other 
individual markers but not sex¬ 
ual orientation, McTavish 
replied, “We name race and re¬ 
ligion but we don’t name 
...groups. We don’t break those 
[categories] down.” She adds 
that the company has a general 
policy for harassment already in 


place. 

Woods wants more than lip 
service. “I may refuse to go back 
to work until they make some 
changes,” he said. 

The only response so far 
from the car company has been 
a letter circulated by CEO 
Robert Eaton. The letter re¬ 
minded employees about the 
company’s Diversity Statement, 
which Eaton claims affirms that 
Chrysler “does not tolerate ha¬ 
rassment or discrimination of 
any employees on any basis, in¬ 
cluding sexual harassment.” The 
Diversity Statement specifies 
race, gender, and “affirmative 
action goals” that are included 
in the scope of the carmaker’s 
efforts, but it does not specify 
sexual orientation. 

Union jacked? 

The “No Special Rights” 
lingo used by Chrysler, similar 
to that of many anti-gay groups, 
is unacceptable to the many gay, 
lesbian, and transgendered em¬ 
ployees —and to the UAW that 
represents them. The 1996 UAW 
Contract Demand Book states 
that the organization demands 
a diverse membership and re¬ 
jects anyone or any company 
that allows discrimination. 
Specifically, the union demands 
that the words “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” be included with race, sex, 
religion, creed, color, national 


origin, age, disability and 
“handicap” status in a compa¬ 
ny’s non-discrimination clause. 

Despite UAW’s policy, 73 
percent of the union members 
voted to ratify the Chrysler con¬ 
tract without the clause includ¬ 
ed, said UAW member Dave 
Reckinger, recruitment analyst 
for Chrysler National Services 
and Parts Division. UAW head¬ 
quarters would not return re¬ 
peated requests for response by 
presstime. 

Members of the Campaign 
for Equal Rights at Chrysler say 
the general discrimination poli¬ 
cy is not enough protection, and 
are feeling frustrated. 

“If you can’t name it, you’re 
ignoring it,” said Maggie Heine- 
man, who previously worked on 
the Campaign with Woods, but 
who is now working on other 
related projects. 

Woods said will not give up 
until he sees Chrysler take ac¬ 
tion to prevent what he calls the 
ritualized abuse he claims to 
suffer. “I want real, substantial 
change,” he reiterated. ▼

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PETA to honor 
homophobe in LA

P eople for the Ethical Treat¬ 
ment of Animals (PETA) is 
once again demonstrating 
its priority for animals over peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. This time the lo¬ 
cale is a Paramount Studios set in 
Los Angeles, where PETA’s Ani¬ 
mals Ball and Humanitarian 
Awards Gala is scheduled for this 
Saturday, December 14. 

The award recipients include 
Ricki Lake, Martina Navratilova, 
Ellen DeGeneres, Todd Oldham, 
and a homophobe from the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Yes, nestled among those good 
gay folks, whose friends’ lives have 
been so greatly improved by pro¬ 
tease inhibitors first tested in ani¬ 
mals - a practice PETA would 
prohibit - is one of the biggest ho¬ 
mophobes in Washington: Re¬ 
publican Senator Robert Smith of 
New Hampshire. All are getting 
the same “Humanitarian Award.” 

Smith is no ordinary garden- 
variety zero-rating-from-the- 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC) 
legislator. He is an outright ho¬ 
mophobe, and one of only three 
Senators to vote against reautho¬ 
rization of the Ryan White CARE 
Act for people with AIDS. Of 
course he wants to muzzle effec-

tive HIV prevention education, 
putting him in the illustrious 
company of Jesse Helms. 

A “patient vigil to tell the 
naked truth about PETA” is 
planned for outside the gala, or¬ 
ganized by Americans for Medical 
Progress in association with the 
American Heart Association, Cal¬ 
ifornia Biomedical Research Asso¬ 
ciation, and ACT UP/Los Angeles. 

Steve Michael of ACT UP 
Washington spoke of the 
hypocrisy of gay and lesbian stars 
lending their names to a ceremo¬ 
ny that will honor as virulent a 
homophobe as Smith. 

“You can’t wear a red ribbon 
and give an opponent of HIV pre¬ 
vention an award,” he said. “You 
can’t do it.” ▼ 


L.A. schools’ 
domestic partner 
battle turns nasty

T he Los Angeles Unified 
School District, one of the 
largest in the nation, is con¬ 
sidering whether to extend em¬ 
ployee insurance benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners, a published re¬ 
port said. 

The proposal has fired up an 
intense debate between the school 
board’s first openly gay president, 
Jeff Horton, and more conserva¬ 
tive board members who claim 
schools must “uphold the honor 
of marriage,” the Los Angeles Times 
reported Monday, December 9. 

Horton, who did not come out 
until after his 1991 election to the 
board, has cited similar measures 
recently passed by Los Angeles 
city and county, adding that the 
benefits extension for the district 
is now “long overdue.” 

Dozens of cities, counties, 
companies, and districts through¬ 
out the state are considering 
whether to liberalize insurance 


coverage, the newspaper said, 
with many in Northern California 
eventually opting to insure do¬ 
mestic partners. 

The board held brief but emo¬ 
tionally charged hearings last 
week on the issue, which would 
offer health, dental, and vision 
coverage for live-in partners of 
employees, whether homosexual 
or heterosexual, by the 1998-99 
school year, the newspaper said. 

The extended coverage propos¬ 
al was recommended by the dis¬ 
trict’s health and welfare commit¬ 
tee and has received much support 
from major employee unions. 

“It really came from the 
unions,” Horton told the Times. 
“In fact, I feel like I’m going to 
have to support it a little more as¬ 
sertively. This is a fundamental 
equity issue.” 

Horton’s opponents told the 
Times schools are hesitant to add 
another $3.7 million to their an¬ 
nual bill and that they have al¬ 
ready spent too much money on 
“homosexual programs.” V

S an Francisco’s Health Di¬ 
rector Dr. Sandra Her¬ 
nandez made an appear¬ 
ance at the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council 
meeting Monday, December 9 
and talked about the state of 
public health in the city, as well 
as her efforts to reorganize the 
department. 

Hernandez said integration 
of services is the key, adding that 
virtually every plan her depart¬ 
ment has developed over the 
years has stated that message. 

The massive reorganization 
of the health department, which 
is in the preliminary stages, will 
ultimately result in the depart¬ 
ment going from six divisions to 
two divisions. Hernandez said 
she’s also looking to link financ¬ 
ing streams. 

“We’ve got incredible leader¬ 
ship in the city at this time. 
We’ve got the plans. It takes 
courage to change the system,” 
said Hernandez. “I really do be¬ 
lieve in putting everything on 
the table. From my perspective, 
we have many more assets.” 

In some respects, the federal 
Ryan White CARE Act was “way 
ahead of us,” Hernandez ex¬ 
plained, as planning councils 
that prioritize the federal funds 
have had to look at the “whole 
picture” of HIV/AIDS services. 
Housing and medical care are 
just two of many service cate¬ 
gories funded by CARE money 
locally. Substance abuse, mental 
health, and client advocacy are 
some others. 

Hernandez said the key is 
looking at models that have 
worked and those that have not, 
and she talked about a triangle 
of access, quality, and cost, not 
only in relation to HIV/AIDS 
services, but for the entire health 


system provided by the city. 

“I’m managed care skeptical 
too,” she said, adding, “what I’m 
talking about is managing care.” 

More spending on drugs 

Hernandez, who used to 
serve as a co-chair on the plan¬ 
ning council, also talked about 
the changes in the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. She noted that in 1992- 
93, seven percent of the city’s 
pharmacy dollars went for anti¬ 
viral drugs. Today, that number 
has jumped to 25 percent of the 
city’s pharmacy budget. But, she 
said, the city continues that 
spending because “it’s the right 
thing to do.” 

She also talked about recent 
meetings by the Board of Super¬ 
visors to start a citywide pro¬ 
gram of substance abuse treat¬ 
ment on demand. Substance 
abuse has an impact on many 
city budgets, including the crim¬ 
inal justice system, she observed. 

“We’ve got to deal with the 
drug epidemic,” said Hernan¬ 
dez, adding she hopes to move 
toward drug treatment on de¬ 
mand in a phased way. 

At a supervisors committee 
meeting last month, Supervisor 
Susan Leal said she’d like the 
program to be a priority in the 
city’s 1997-98 budget. 

Finally, Hernandez discussed 
the importance of quality, not¬ 
ing the word has “a lot of differ¬ 
ent connotations.” 

“I’m committed to measured 
outcomes,” she said, adding 
evaluations of HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention programs and monitor¬ 
ing contractors is the health de¬ 
partment’s job. 

“It’s a huge change in func¬ 
tion, but it’s our responsibility 
to do. No one evaluates preven¬ 
tion programs,” Hernandez told 
the council. “We do have a lot of 
high quality here. As a system 
overall, it works.” ▼ 


PWA elected SFAF chair 

T he San Francisco AIDS Foundation Board of Directors an¬ 
nounced on December 10 that 34-year-old Paul Wisotzky, a 
gay man living with AIDS, will become chairman of the 19- 
member panel of directors. A two-year member of the board, 
Wisotzky assumes the new role in January. 

Also elected to the board were Jeffrey Weisman, president of 
First Design, and longtime youth and AIDS activist Eric Ciasullo, 
both people living with AIDS. 

A former senior research associate for Harder+Company Com¬ 
munity Research, a consulting firm that works with nonprofit and 
public health and human services agencies, Wisotzky moved to Cal¬ 
ifornia from New Hampshire in 1989. He has served previously on 
the board of Life AIDS Lobby and as co-chair of the Project Inform 
board of directors. He currently serves on the board of directors of 
the National Association of People With AIDS. 

“I wasn’t a fan of the foundation when I began serving on the 
board two and a half years ago. I was a skeptic and a critic,” 
Wisotzky told the B.A.R. 

Saying that his experience as a board member changed his mind 
about SFAF, Wisotzky says that one of his major goals as a gay man 
living with AIDS is to help the foundation “tell our story better” 
than in earlier years. 

The 14-year-old foundation has an annual budget of $17 mil¬ 
lion and provides direct services to more than 2,000 clients a year, 
coordinates more than 400 volunteers, conducts HIV prevention 
campaigns, provides AIDS policy advocacy, and distributes AIDS 
treatment information worldwide. ▼ 
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HIV council urges agencies: 

Work together for Tenderloin contract

A gencies that respond to the 
AIDS Office’s request for 
proposal (RFP) to provide 
services in the Tenderloin area 
should be strongly encouraged to 
collaborate with one another and 
to show linkage with existing ser¬ 
vices, the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council decid¬ 
ed at its Monday, December 9 
meeting. 

The 18-2 vote encourages the 
RFP review panel to give prefer¬ 
ence to proposals that provide for 
three themes outlined in the 
council’s five-year plan. Those are: 
a roving team of providers, ad¬ 
dressing the needs of the multiply 
diagnosed, and the coordination 
of services between providers. 

The Tenderloin RFP, as it’s 
come to be called, is for $384,000 
in federal Ryan White CARE 
funds. It is expected to be put out 
to bid by the end of December, 
and services are scheduled to start 
April 1,1997, said Marcy Fraser of 
the city’s AIDS Office. Currently, 
Shanti has the contract, success¬ 
fully bidding after another agency, 
AIDS Indigent Direct Services, 
could not provide the services. 

Fraser and some council mem¬ 
bers emphasized that the RFP, 
when it is awarded, will not meet 
all of the needs of clients in the 
Tenderloin, an area of the city his¬ 
torically underserved in terms of 


allocation of CARE funds and 
provision of services. 

“I want to caution people that 
this one RFP for $384,000 will not 
solve all the problems,” council 
co-chair Laura Thomas said. 

‘I read this shit’ 

Dr. Sandra Hernandez, health 
director for the city, pointed out 
that history has shown collabora¬ 
tions among agencies rarely work; 
only one out of every four has 
done what they’ve said they 
would do. 

In spite of those statistics, 
council member Tom Calvanese 
was adamant that the council give 
direction to the panel that will re¬ 
view the bids once they are sub¬ 
mitted. Calvanese read from the 
federal CARE legislation that stat¬ 
ed as long as a particular service 
provider is not named, the coun¬ 
cil can give such direction. 

“It’s our job to instruct you 
guys. We have a responsibility,” 
Calvanese said. “I got the new 
CARE Act, and there is more re¬ 
sponsibility [given to planning 
councils]. That’s why I read this 
shit. I just want reassurance you’re 
taking this seriously.” 

Calvanese also said he wanted 
to see a “significant number of 
people who work in the Tender¬ 
loin, and a significant number of 
people living with HIV” on the 
RFP review panel. 

Gene Copello, chief of health 
services and prevention at the 


AIDS Office, responded by saying 
the RFP review panel will include 
people familiar with the area and 
people who have HIV. 

“The RFP will be responsive to 
the concerns expressed,” Copello 
said. 

Council member Will Carter 
agreed with Calvanese, “I do want 
to make sure that a year from 
now, we deliver part of what we 
know they [Tenderloin residents 
and service providers] are asking 
for.” 

Fraser said she and her staff 
have taken all of the information 
provided at many public meetings 
held on the Tenderloin RFP, along 
with visits to the area, and have 
put together “the very best RFP 
we can.” 

“I was down there last week 
and heard three things I’ve never 
heard before: clean white socks, 
Gatorade, and bus tokens,” Fraser 
said. 

Underserved population 

Council member Diane Jones 
pointed out that the Tenderloin 
has a concentration of residents 
who will be most affected by 
changes in welfare and other 
“conservative hits” coming down. 

“The population living in the 
Tenderloin living with HIV repre¬ 
sent the most complex and most 
underserved. We’ve failed consis¬ 
tently in the last 14-15 years,” 
Jones said.

and vote on the matter, they heard 
from Warren Goldenberg, chair¬ 
person of the Tenderloin AIDS 
Coalition, who briefly discussed a 
new Bridge program that’s expect¬ 
ed to start in early 1997. 

The federally funded project is 
a collaborative effort of Lutheran 
Social Services of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, AIDS Benefits Counselors, 
Immune Enhancement Project, 
Family Service Agency, Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center, Tom Wad¬ 
dell Health Center, and Visiting 
Nurses and Hospice. It will pro¬ 
vide comprehensive housing, sup¬ 
portive and primary health ser¬ 
vices to multiple-diagnosed per¬ 
sons with HIV/AIDS of San Fran¬ 
cisco who previously have not 
been able to access current sys¬ 
tems of housing and supportive 
services due to their mental illness 
and/or substance abuse diagnosis. 


Patricia Chiapellone, project 
director, stated that through the 
development of public and pri¬ 
vate partnerships between experi¬ 
enced HIV service providers and 
owners of single residency occu¬ 
pancy hotels (SRO), multiple-di¬ 
agnosed HIV clients will be able 
to “access vital supportive services 
necessary for sustaining housing 
at the hotels at which they reside.” 

The client is at the center of 
the model and is the point at 
which all service provision re¬ 
volves. Instead of forcing the 
client to move through a process 
that may be impossible for the 
client to deal with, the process has 
been organized to allow maxi¬ 
mum flexibility for the client. 

Access to the Bridge system 
will be through the central office 
or by linking with the team at one 
of the cooperating hotels. ▼

0 "”' ne year ago on World AIDS 
Day, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
held a demonstration in 
front of the Kaiser Permanente 
San Francisco Medical Center to 
protest the poor quality of care re¬ 
ceived by Kaiser members with 
HIV/AIDS. An ongoing collabo¬ 
ration has been established be¬ 
tween ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
Kaiser. Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
has been vitally important as both 
a city representative and mediator 
throughout the last year. 

Significant progress has been 
made in improving services avail¬ 
able to Kaiser members with 
HIV/AIDS. This progress in¬ 
cludes: 

• the availability of viral load test¬ 
ing; 

• the planned HIV/AIDS clinic; 

• the appointment of a coordina¬ 
tor of HIV/AIDS services; 

• improved access to healthcare 
practitioners; 

• a written Standard of Care, up¬ 
dated quarterly with communi¬ 
ty input; 

• pharmacy customer assistance 
initiatives, including: 

• information call-in lines; 

• drug information sheets; and 
• prompt incorporation of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors into the drug

formulary; 

• availability of growth hormone; 

• re-organization of the HIV Ad¬ 
visory Board; and 

• the initiation of functional 
working relationships with 
community groups. 

“We’ve made major improve¬ 
ments for people with AIDS at 
Kaiser in the last year; however, 
many major areas of concern have 
been identified repeatedly this 
year and remain to be addressed,” 
comments David Mahon of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate. Some of the 
more recent concerns, which 
came to light at the latest 
meeting with Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano, 
include: 

1. Kaiser’s use of 
AZT-3TC as a first-line 
antiviral therapy for HIV, 
rather than triple combina 
tion using a protease 
inhibitor. It is imper¬ 
ative that members 
be given access to ag¬ 
gressive therapies, specifically the 
triple drug combo if the member 
so chooses. Widespread scientific, 
governmental and community 
agreement exists to support this 
approach. 

2. Member access to second 
opinions and referrals to non- 
Kaiser physicians and medical ser¬ 
vices. Clear procedures need to be 
in place and well-publicized to 
members on what options exist if 
members are unable to obtain de¬ 
sired medical care from their cur¬ 
rent primary care physician or 
want another opinion. Members 
need to know how to change doc¬ 
tors as well. It should also be clear 
how and when members may re¬ 
ceive specialized services or second 
opinions from non-Kaiser physi¬ 
cians, clinics or hospitals. The sys¬ 
tem is currently doctor-driven; it 
should become more member-dri¬ 
ven, especially when a conflict ex¬ 
ists between member and provider 
over treatment strategies. 

3. Members obtaining growth 
hormone for wasting should not 
have to go through cumbersome 
administrative review. Currently a 
specialist and review board must 
be involved. Kaiser claims that in 



the next quarter the primary care 
physician will be able to handle 
this entirely. Beyond resolving the 
procedure for growth hormone, 
these procedures should be 
streamlined for obtaining all new 
medications, tests and treatments 
as they become available. 

Additional concerns 

“Other ongoing concerns 
which have yet to be satisfactorily 
resolved exist,” says Mahon. 
“Some of these have had quite a 
bit of contentious discussion and 
need to be satisfactorily addressed 
by Kaiser as soon as possible. 
These concerns have 
been addressed in the 
^ spring and summer 
1996 meetings of the 
HIV/AIDS Advisory 
Board and with Kaiser 
staff. 

“The concerns 
have recently been 
discussed in several 
meetings of the KP 
members of the HIV/AIDS Advi¬ 
sory Board.” These concerns are: 

1. The Grievance and Appeals 
Procedure Manual should be sub¬ 
ject to formal discussion by at 
least the HIV/AIDS Advisory 
Board, and subject to public com¬ 
ment before it is adopted and for¬ 
warded to the Department of 
Corporations. Procedures for 
grievances should provide for res¬ 
olution that is not only timely but 
expedited, as the effects on the 
health of members can be severe. 
Grievances should be resolved 
within 30 days, with status reports 
to the member every ten days. 
Concern remains about language 
in the manual that moves the 
process beyond the 30 days or 
suggests that such time limits are 
unreasonable for KP staff to work 
within. Greater use of the five-day 
expedited review process should 
be employed; it should be delin¬ 
eated more clearly in the manual. 
These new procedures should be 
clear and well-publicized to mem¬ 
bers. 

2. Customer Service Functions 
and Data Collection have been 
consistent concerns. Members 
have expressed concerns that their

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calls are not returned; calls should 
be returned within 24 hours. 
Members should be informed of 
the status of their case as it is 
being processed. The HIV/AIDS 
Advisory Board is provided 
monthly data on customer service 
activity. More data on the nature 
of the large number of phone calls 
and the aging of the written com¬ 
plaints should be provided to the 
HIV/AIDS Advisory Board. The 
aging data has been made avail¬ 
able for one month. Serious study 
of the functioning of the depart¬ 
ment and its staffing are neces¬ 
sary. That study should include 
KP members and the Director’s 
immediate participation in per¬ 
son. The Director should also par¬ 
ticipate in person on the 
HIV/AIDS Advisory Board, as 
many of the questions the Board 
considers are customer service 
matters that require someone 
with decision-making authority. 
The study should also lead to im¬ 
mediate action. 

3. Relationship of Research to 
Clinical Services. The loose con¬ 
nection between the Research 
Unit and the clinical services 


for greater coordination between 
the primary physician and spe¬ 
cialists in contracted hospitals. 
The opening of the new 
HIV/AIDS Clinic holds great 
promise. How will the clinic coor¬ 
dinate with hospital services? 
What future plans does Kaiser 
have for hospital services for San 
Francisco members? 

6. Pharmacy Services. The cus¬ 
tomer support services (especial¬ 
ly telephone information on drug 
interactions) in the pharmacy are 
the result of dedicated staff ef¬ 
forts. These efforts should be in¬ 
stitutionalized so they will be per¬ 
manent. The availability and cost 
of prescriptions in the plan is con¬ 
trolled by the constitution of the 
formulary. Member and commu¬ 
nity input into the formulary 
process is not currently part of the 
process, but should be. The for¬ 
mulary should consist of all ap¬ 
propriate medications and in¬ 
clude all relevant anti-viral, wast¬ 
ing and opportunistic infection 
strategies. 

7. Information. Information 
about available services to mem¬ 
bers needs to be more readily

available to members is a prob¬ 
lem. The relationship should be 
clearer, and a Community Advi¬ 
sory Board should be formed to 
review all HIV-related research at 
Kaiser. More active collaboration 
with the ACTGs and the Stanford 
CAB are needed. The current ad¬ 
visory process is inadequate. Con¬ 
cerns have been previously ex¬ 
pressed about the design and en¬ 
rollment of studies with excessive 
control requirements and exclu¬ 
sion of non-Kaiser members. A 
community review of Kaiser’s re¬ 
search funding is long overdue. 

4. Mental Health Services. The 
interpretation of the contract 
benefit as a set number of sessions 
- where individual therapy, group 
therapy, and support groups may 
count equally - continues to be a 
matter of concern. Some changes 
have been made recently but do 
not go far enough. Support 
groups, whether drop-in or regu¬ 
larly constituted, should not 
count as sessions. The questions 
previously raised about the con¬ 
tract language and counting of in¬ 
dividual and group sessions 
should be resolved. 

5. Hospital Services. Member 
services are increasingly provided 
in non-Kaiser hospitals where pa¬ 
tient care is not linked to the pri¬ 
mary physician closely or at all. 
Where this is going in the future? 
There should be community and 
member input into the process of 
hospital selection and a process 


available and especially publicized 
in communities disproportion¬ 
ately affected. This should include 
newspaper ads and publications, 
user-friendly services, and 
processes to ensure access to in¬ 
formation and services in and out 
the new clinic. The HIV/AIDS 
Advisory Board needs to know 
certain information, especially 
about customer complaints. Cur¬ 
rently information is withheld as 
confidential or proprietary, un¬ 
necessarily. Specific policies must 
be put in place to eliminate past 
problems. 

8. Alternative Therapies. A 
quick resolution is needed from 
Kaiser regarding concerns about 
acupuncture, herbs and other al¬ 
ternative remedies that are not 
equally available to all members. 

These concerns have been 
raised repeatedly over the last 
year. While many issues have been 
resolved during this past year, 
many remain. Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano has agreed to continue 
participating in this process 
throughout 1997. ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate will continue to work to 
improve the quality of care for all 
HIV+ members of Kaiser and all 
other HMOs. ACT UP/Golden 
Gate has chosen Kaiser as the first 
HMO to address for quality of 
care for HIV/AIDS, as Kaiser is 
the largest HMO in the United 
States and has one of the largest 
HIV+ patient populations in San 
Francisco. ▼

Rowland, 
the chorus director, emphasized 
that “Singing for AIDS” is “not to 
be thought of as a downer event.” 

There will be a traditional 
memorial Christmas tree, with 
Christmas ornaments specially de¬ 
signed to hold the name of a per¬ 
son who has died of AIDS. Family 
and friends who attend will be 
able to write the name of someone 
they want to remember and hang 
it on the tree. At the end of the 
concert they can retrieve the orna¬ 
ment to take home for their own 
personal trees, Rowland said. 

Another burgeoning tradition 
is the video memorial. Each year,

that police raided the event be¬ 
cause officers erroneously be¬ 
lieved the party was illegal and 
that alcohol was being sold with¬ 
out a permit. 

The case angered many in San 
Francisco’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, who considered the con¬ 
duct of some officers to be homo- 
phobic. 

The proposed agreement, 
which must be approved by the 
Board of Supervisors, includes 
$56,000 to the seven plaintiffs, 
plus $91,956 for their attorney’s 
fees, and broad measures to im¬ 
prove police procedure and ac¬ 
countability. 

Included in the proposed settle¬ 
ment are requests for the Police 
Department to ensure that officers 
undergo sensitivity training on ho¬ 
mosexual and HIV issues, and that 
it create a program that documents 


arrests for obstructing officers. 

“We began these negotiations 
by trying to address the concerns 
of the plaintiffs rather than just 
the purely economic issues,” 
Patrick Mahoney, chief trial 
deputy of the City Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice, said after the decision. 

Clarence said that while her 
clients were satisfied with the cash 
settlement, they “remain bitter 
about the discipline” meted out to 
officers found guilty of miscon¬ 
duct during the event. 

Police Sergeant John Haggett 
was ordered terminated by the 
San Francisco Police Commission 
for serious misconduct, including 
the arresting of several com¬ 
plainants without cause. 

The termination was held in 
abeyance for three years, and 
Haggett, who has two decorations 
for bravery, was ordered suspend¬ 
ed for six months and must seek 
psychological counseling before 
he returns to his post. He is cur¬ 
rently the subject of a $10 million 


suit in another case. 

Sergeant Steve Bosshard was 
ordered suspended for five days 
after the commission found him 
guilty of making a sexual slur 
against a complainant. 

Bosshard had lifted the skirt of 
a cross-dressed man while arrest¬ 
ing him. After exposing the com¬ 
plainant’s buttocks, Bosshard 
claimed that he was trying to dif¬ 
fuse the unintentional incident 
with a quip, but the commission 
ruled the act an intentional slur. 

Two other officers were cleared 
of misconduct, due to lack of evi¬ 
dence. 

Although the legal action has 
been settled, Clarence told the Bay 
Area Reporter that she and other 
civil rights attorneys remain con¬ 
cerned about the problem of po¬ 
lice misconduct. 

“This is a happy ending, which 
is not often the case. I get calls 
from about 12 people a day who 
are roughed up by the cops,” she 
said. T 
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CBC to reopen in Jan.

B ennis Peron, founder of the 
San Francisco Cannabis 
Buyers Club (CBC) that was 
raided by state agents August 4, 
has said that the club will reopen 
January 15, and that he has al¬ 
ready signed contracts with Men¬ 
docino and Humboldt County 
marijuana growers to provide the 
pot under a co-op agreement. 

However, Peron pointed out 
that when the club reopens next 
month, he will not be running it. 
A consortium of people, some 
with HIV/AIDS, cancer, and other 
illnesses, will serve as a board of 
directors for the operation, which 
will be run out of the CBC’s 1444 
Market Street location. 

“I’ll be the director emeritus,” 
said Peron. 

Peron and five other CBC 


members were charged in Octo¬ 
ber with several felonies relating 
to marijuana sales. They face trial 
in Alameda County on the 
charges and remain free on their 
own recognizance. Five of the de¬ 
fendants pleaded morally not 
guilty to the charges, and the sixth 
pleaded not guilty. 

The next court appearance for 
all of the defendants is Tuesday, 
December 17, when a hearing will 
be held to consider a change of 
venue that would move the case to 
San Francisco. The state Attorney 
General’s office is prosecuting the 
case. 

Peron said he would be going 
to civil court before the club re¬ 
opens to overturn a Superior 
Court Judge’s injunction ordering 
the club closed. 

“We’re getting the injunction 
modified to conform with the 
new law,” Peron said, referring to 


ACT UP/DC introduces 
marijuana , needle initiatives

S eizing upon successful 1996 
ballot measures that legal¬ 
ized medical marijuana use 
for certain disease sufferers in 
California and Arizona, ACT 
UP/Washington DC has filed pa¬ 
pers with the Board of Elections 
and Ethics for a similar ballot ini¬ 
tiative there. 

The activists also filed an ini¬ 
tiative with the DC BEE to amend 
the district’s drug laws to elimi¬ 
nate criminal penalties for the 
possession of needles. 

ACT UP spokesperson Steve 
Michael said the AIDS activist 
group filed the papers for the pro¬ 
posed “Compassionate Use of 
Marijuana for Medical Purposes 
Act” Thursday, December 5. ACT 
UP members are enlisting the 
support of other patient advoca¬ 
cy groups to circulate petitions 
and gather the necessary signa¬ 
tures within the six-month peri¬ 
od, a process that will begin as 
soon as the BEE approves the ini¬ 
tiative’s language. 

Michael said announcements 
recently made by Councilmember 
Charlene Drew Jarvis and US At¬ 


torney Eric Holder, that they in¬ 
tend to increase penalties for mar¬ 
ijuana possession and sale, under¬ 
score the need for the initiative. 
“We need to move forward on this 
issue now, before Jarvis and Hold¬ 
er make felons out of the termi¬ 
nally ill,” said Michael, who is 
HIV-positive. 

The initiative is designed to 
help people with glaucoma, can¬ 
cer, multiple sclerosis, and 
HIV/AIDS, who use marijuana to 
ease pain and swelling, increase 
appetite, or fight nausea associat¬ 
ed with chemotherapy. Michael 
said it is particularly important to 
ensure people with HIV are not 
jailed for pot use, since the DC 
Corrections system is notorious¬ 
ly lax in treating those people: 
one incarcerated PWA who died 
in 1994 spent his last week ne¬ 
glected and chained to a wheel¬ 
chair. 

“Sixteen years into the AIDS 
epidemic, we have only a handful 
of approved, but often toxic treat¬ 
ments for AIDS patients,” Michael 
said. “We should not make crimi¬ 
nals out of sick and dying people 
who are simply trying to improve 
the quality and quantity of their 
lives.” T

state Proposition 215. Voters ap¬ 
proved the initiative last month, 
which he co-authored, exempting 
doctors and their patients from 
certain provisions of state mari¬ 
juana laws for purposes of med¬ 
ical treatment. 

The ballot measure also per¬ 
mits patients with “written or oral 
recommendation” to “possess or 
cultivate” marijuana for the treat¬ 
ment of AIDS, cancer or “other 
illnesses for which marijuana pro¬ 
vides relief.” 

Tillers for the teaman? 

Peron said close to a dozen 
growers who cultivate the pot 
outdoors have signed up so far to 
supply cannabis to the club, which 
he said would lower prices for pa¬ 
tients. 

“I’ve signed contracts with 
about ten growers so far,” Peron 
told the B.A.R ., adding that he has 
talked to the Mendocino County 
District Attorney’s office regard¬ 
ing the co-op plans. 

“They weren’t too happy, “ he 
acknowledged. 

Mendocino County District 
Attorney Susan Massini told the 
B.A.R. that “if people grow and 
sell marijuana in Mendocino 
County, they’ll be prosecuted.” 

“In my opinion, Proposition 
215 does not make clear people 
can grow marijuana and sell it,” 
Massini said in an interview. 

Massini said that she has not 
personally spoken to Peron re¬ 
garding his plans and signed con¬ 
tracts. 

The newly-reopened CBC is 
expected to sign people up be¬ 
tween January 15-22, Peron said, 
and the medical marijuana would 
be sold after that. ▼

After recreating himself, any job is a cinch for 
Center for the Arts’ new head honcho, John Killacky 



W hen the Center for the Arts Yerba Buena Gardens 
needed a new executive director last summer, John 
Killacky seemed like the perfect candidate. His pro¬ 
fessional credentials — eight years as performance 
arts curator at Walker Art Center in Minneapolis, 
plus shorter stints writing grants at The Pew Charitable Trusts 
in Philadelphia and managing the PepsiCo Summerfare 1986 
Art Festival — were impeccable; his personal experience with 
ballet and short film made him a liberal institution’s wet dream. 
There was only one small problem.

O ur friends at the “gonzo 
Jewish national” quarterly 
DAVKA are smarting after a 
St. Louis publisher — Ovid Bell 
Publishers — refused to print 
their special Hanukkah issue. Ac¬ 
cording to Alan Kaufman, 
DAVKA’s editor and publisher, 
Ovid Bell’s president, John Bell, 
rejected the issue because it “vio¬ 
lated his company’s religious 
principles” and was “obscene and 
pornographic” to boot. When 
pressed for details, Bell wouldn’t 
elaborate, says Kaufman, and 
when asked which set of religious 
principles the publication was of¬ 
fending, his inquiry got him 
nowhere. One thing was made 
very clear though, said Kaufman: 
“These weren’t Orthodox Jews 
overreacting, because when I 
asked if there were Jews there who 
didn’t like the publication, I was 
told very proudly that ‘there is not 
a single Jew working in this 
plant.’” Kaufman said Bell was 
forthcoming on one thing, how¬ 
ever: “They didn’t like the use of 
the word ‘fuck’ in the table of con¬ 
tents.” 

Who’s kidding whom? Since 
when does anyone in the fin de 
siecle get worked up over exple¬ 
tives? Though they didn’t say as 
much, the folks at Ovid obvious¬ 
ly got their panties in a bunch 
over some of the other material in 
the issue, which includes: a cover 
photo of Miss Speculum herself, 
Annie Sprinkle; an unexpurgat¬ 
ed text by Lenny Bruce; a special 
section focusing on queer 
Yiddishkeit (leading advo¬ 
cates of Yiddish culture), in¬ 
cluding Tony Kushner, 

Sandy Dubowski, 

Sarah Felder, Alysa 
Soloman, and the¬ 
ater artist Jennifer 
Miller; and a fea¬ 
ture story on an 
artist with AIDS, 

Albert Wynn, 
whose picture as a 
13-year-old boy is superimposed 
by a more recent one of Wynn’s 
AIDS-ravaged body. “About the 
most scandalous thing in the

issue,” says Kaufman, “is a picture 
of Scarlot Harlot lying naked on 
her side, no genitals exposed, talk¬ 
ing about the Holocaust.” 

Though Kaufman did eventu¬ 
ally find a new publisher for 
the Hanukkah issue of 
DAVKA (in Orange 
County, of all 
places), it won’t hit 
newsstands until 
January. However, if 
you’re dying to get 
your hands on the 
issue, a limited num¬ 
ber will be available 
at DAVKA’s Chal- 
lahpalooza, a spe¬ 
cial dance and per¬

Tantalizing trio

Three by Howard Roffman; Bruno Gmunder, $39.95 

P hotographer Howard Roffman’s latest book, Three, follows 
closely on the heels of last year's debut effort. The Edge of De¬ 
sire (also published by Bruno Gmunder). This work, however, 
marks a departure from Roffman’s well-received previous collection. 

Rather than featuring many comely young models posed in var¬ 
ious states of deshabille against myriad backdrops, Three concen¬ 
trates instead, as the chapter headings indicate, on “John & Gary,” 
"Kris” and, finally, "John & Gary & Kris.” What we have here is yet 
another case of art imitating life: Roffman’s original models, John 
and Gary, became a manage d trots with a later model, Kris — a de¬ 
velopment that in these pages becomes a photographic essay on the 
relationship changes in these very appealing men’s lives. 

These photos offer a more intimate look at Roffman’s subjects 
than The Edge of Desire, and range from cozy domestic scenes, such 
as decorating a cake, to ones of a decidedly more sexual nature. Oc¬ 
casionally, the images seem a bit posed and too cutesy (like the one 
of the three “sleeping” in spoon position and a couple of shots of 
them in their long johns); one craves a little salt to cut the sugar. 

But for the most part these pictures give the viewer the illusion 
of visually eavesdropping on this loving, playful trio. As always, 
Roffman’s photos are well-shot and produced. However, he has now 
gone beyond mere proficient photography to deliver a book that 
evidences new depth and feeling in his work. Hopefully, Three is a 
sign of similar things to come. T

In 
honor of the 1974 film and its es¬ 
teemed director, Huestis has or¬ 
ganized “A Jon Waters Xmas,” 
which takes place December 13 at 
the Castro Theatre. In addition to 
a screening of Female Trouble, 
this gala event includes a glam¬ 
orous cha-cha heels contest (to be 
judged by a celebrity guest) and 
an onstage chat with Waters him¬ 
self. 

I spoke recently with Waters 
about his unhealthy obsession 
with the holly-jolly time of the 
year, among other things, via tele¬ 
phone from his home in Balti¬ 
more. 


Yes, but it wasn’t just like the scene 
in Female Trouble. No one pushed 
the tree over on her, and she was¬ 
n’t hurt. I actually didn’t see it 
happen. I just heard about it from 
my parents. I remember when 
they told me as a kid, the first 
thing I thought was, “Are the pre¬ 
sents okay?” 

In Female Trouble Divine wants 
cha-cha heels for Christmas, and 
is horrified when she receives a 
pair of sensible shoes instead. Did 
you have any similar experiences 
with Christmas presents from your 
parents? 

Oh, yeah. There were times when 
I’ve asked for things, and they 
purposely got the wrong version 
of it, which is worse than not get¬ 
ting it at all. I’m talking about 
when I was younger, not so much 
now. It always happened with 
clothes. They always gave me 
clothes that they wished I’d wear, 
and nobody wears clothes your 
parents wished you’d wear. 

Is Female Trouble still your fa¬ 
vorite of the films you've made? 

Of my older films, it certainly is. I 
think it’s the ultimate vehicle for 
Divine. She got to play a character 
from a teenager to her death many 
years later. And it’s also the first 
movie I did with the “crime is 
beauty” theme, which has certainly 
recurred in many of my films since. 

Do you have a least favorite? 

There are moments in all of my 
films that I like, and there are mo¬ 
ments in all of them that I wish I 
could change. I think Barbra 
Streisand is the only director who 
doesn’t feel that way. Mondo 
Trasho may be my least favorite, 
because it’s about 90 minutes long 
and there’s really only a good 20 
minutes in it.

if saw John Waters’ masterpiece 
; Female Trouble during its first 
1 run in Los Angeles in 1975. Af¬ 
terward, I argued with some of 
the people I’d watched it with, 
who insisted it was mere “mind¬ 
less garbage.” I was surprised and 
disgusted that they didn’t “get” the 
film, that they couldn’t see that 
Waters was documenting a fasci¬ 
nating subculture — deviant 
urban white trash — that had lit¬ 
tle cultural visibility. But that was 
the problem — my friends were 
mostly straight and middle-class 
and couldn’t accept the film’s 
gaudy tramps, criminal queens, 
and deranged fag hags. These 
characters, along with the film’s 
trashy environments, were reject¬ 
ed as unrealistic. 

Of course, Female Trouble is 
not “realistic” in the literal sense 
of the word. It’s doubtful that 
even a hefty “glamour queen” like 
Dawn Davenport (Divine) could 
really chop off the “scrawny paw” 
of the fag hag Ida (Edith Massey) 
and put her in a bird cage for the 
amusement of Dawn’s lunatic 
teenage daughter, Taffy (Mink 
Stole). Still, in the midst of the 
film’s multiple outrages — 
Dawn’s alarming “I blew Richard 
Speck speech,” her disfigurement

case, then I’ve had all juvenile 
delinquents. Some of them just 
performed better than others. 

What's the status of your latest 
movie, Cecil B. Demented? 

Oh, that’s not going to happen. 
Since it’s a movie about terrorism 
against Hollywood studios, I 
doubt Hollywood would ever 
make it. I’ve already thought up a 
whole new movie. The script is 
due in January and I hope to 
make it in the spring. I’m too su¬ 
perstitious to talk about it though. 
I always said I wouldn’t talk about 
Cecil B. Demented , and when I 
did, it fell through. So now I’m 
even more superstitious. 

Gregg Araki's Doom Generation 
and Bruce LaBruce's Hustler 
White are two recent movies that 
have the same subversive sexuali¬ 
ty, gross-out humor and punk sen¬ 
sibility of your films, but what 
these directors seem to lack is 
your gift for crafting engaging and 
coherent narratives. What do you 
think about their work? 

Oh, I’m a fan of their movies. But 
I thought that the best part about 
Hustler White was the kind of re¬ 
action it got. It got the kind of 
outraged reviews that Pink 
Flamingos got, which I haven’t 
seen in a long time. You know, 
with the New York Times saying, 
“This is pornography!” It’s great 
to see a film like that, one that can 
get a rise out of people. That’s this 
generation’s duty — to get on my 
nerves. ▼

at the hands of Ida — is a letter- 
perfect description of the white 
trash ethos. 

Waters’ command of the dia¬ 
logue that accompanies this sub¬ 
culture is unparalleled. When 
Dawn’s husband suggests that 
Taffy give him a blow job, she 
screeches, “I wouldn’t suck your 
lousy dick if I was suffocating and 
there was oxygen in your balls!” 
Seemingly throwaway lines have a 
similar resonance. When a mani¬ 
acal hairdresser tells one of his 
customers, a pudgy middle-aged 
woman, how he wishes he was “a 
little girl,” she replies, “Why don’t 
you throw a penny in the god¬ 
damn fountain and make a god¬ 
damn wish.” 

Waters details this world with 
the amused detachment of an an¬ 
thropologist. He skewers the ab¬ 
surdly specific rules that parents 
apply to children during an ex¬ 
change between Dawn and young 
Taffy, whose incessant rope-jump¬ 
ing is driving her mother insane: 
“Taffy, you know I’ve told you re¬ 
peatedly not to jump rope within 
ten feet of me.” And the various 


characters’ ruthless rejection of 
convention is everywhere appar¬ 
ent, from motherhood (“Thank 
God I had an abortion!”) to high 
school (“I’m sick of these teachers 
that don’t know one thing. I’m the 
one who should be teachin’!”) to 
the horrors of heterosexuality 
(“Queers are just better!”). 

While even some of Waters’ 
fans consider his work disposable 
camp trash, consciously made to 
have “no redeeming social value,” 
this attitude overlooks the film’s 
underlying stubborn validation of 
the outsider. This is especially true 
in Female Trouble. Like Waters’ 
core gay followers, Dawn refuses 
to conform to tired convention. 
And if straight audiences couldn’t 
embrace her acid-tongued high 
school slut, crazed go-go girl, 
petty thief, novelty fashion model, 
and mass murderess, gay viewers 
could — and still do. T

Brutally honest 

'Bastard Out of Carolina' doesn't soften 
child abuse for public consumption

8 astard Out of Carolina 
opens with a James Bald¬ 
win quote, read over the 
credits (by Laura Dern): “People 
pay for what they do ... and still 
more for what they allow them¬ 
selves to become. And they pay for 
it simply, by the lives they lead.” 
Anjelica Huston’s wrenching 
adaptation of Dorothy Allison’s 
highly regarded novel shows the 
many ways in which people “pay,” 
and, like the book, it offers neither 
simple solutions nor easy targets. 

The story is told from the view¬ 
point of a grown woman, Bone, re¬ 
calling her childhood in 
Greenville, South Carolina in the 
’50s. Bone’s mother is a waitress 
named Anney Boatwright (Jen¬ 
nifer Jason Leigh), member of a 
battle-scarred white trash matri¬ 
archy, with the important excep¬ 
tion of Anney’s brother, Earle 
(Michael Rooker). Other members 
of this tight-knit group of “wise 
women” include sisters Ruth 
(Glenne Headley) and Dee Dee 
(Christina Ricci), mother Alma 
(Grace Zabriskie), and Anney’s sis¬ 
ter-in-law Raylene (Diana Scar- 
wid). Anney tries to give Bone a 
chance in life by having the word 
“illegitimate” removed from her 
birth certificate (her real father was 
chased out of town by the women 
in the family), but the little girl re¬ 
mains a pariah and a symbol of 
Anney’s own increasingly limited 
chances — the “bastard” of the 
title. 

Earle introduces Anney to a 
co-worker, Glen Waddell (Ron El- 
dard), whose rich family has no 
use for him when it’s clear he 
plans to marry one of the “trashy 
Boatwrights.” In spite of the pleas 
of her family, who realize almost 
instinctively that Glen is “no 
good,” she moves away from them 
and thus loses the protections 
they offer. The bulk of the film is 
taken up with Anney and Glen’s 
violent downward spiral into 
poverty and hopelessness, and 
Bone’s impossible place between 
them — loved but not protected 
by her mother, raped and abused 
by her stepfather, who insists she 
call him “daddy.” 


Director Huston’s refusal to 
sugar-coat or cut away from the 
most squalid details of molesta¬ 
tion make this a definitive picture 
of its subject. Ironically, her hon¬ 
esty almost cost her the film. 
Originally made for Ted Turner, 
Bastard Out of Carolina so dis¬ 
turbed him he refused to distrib¬ 
ute it, and the film remained on 
the shelf until Showtime picked it 
up. It would have been easy 
enough for Huston to follow con¬ 
vention and leave the horror of 
Bone’s dilemma in the mind 
rather than the eye of the audi¬ 
ence, but she obviously wanted to 
show what actually happens in 
brutal child abuse cases. Also to 
her credit, she leaves in the des¬ 
perate human side of both Anney, 
who never believes there’s a prob¬ 
lem until she actually sees her 
husband raping her daughter, and 
Glen, who is contextualized as a 


cast-off from his own family and a 
mental wreck, full of chaos and 
remorse. As despicable as he is, 
he’s a fully realized character, not 
the evil caricature we might ex¬ 
pect to see. 

Huston keeps intact Allison’s 
sympathetic portrayal of the con¬ 
stant threats against and small 
victories of her working-class 
characters. When the local court¬ 
house — where Anney was re¬ 
fused a “legitimate” birth certifi¬ 
cate for her daughter — burns 
down, the Boatwrights watch and 
laugh, apparently pleased with the 
destruction of a soulless institu¬ 
tion that refused to treat them 
with dignity. When Raylene dis¬ 
covers the truth about what’s hap¬ 
pening to Bone, the family must 
handle it themselves, without in¬ 
volving the law. The Boatwrights’ 
insular world view is Bone’s un¬ 
doing, as her mother tries to han¬ 
dle the problem herself, and her 
salvation, as the other members of 
the family take the place of her 
tormented mother, who is unable 
to leave Glen even after she knows 
what happened. 

Fans of Huston’s perfor¬ 
mances will salute her skill in 
treating a difficult subject that 
few would take on. She gets con¬ 
sistently fine performances out of 
her actors, with Jena Malone sim¬ 
ply extraordinary as the brood¬ 
ing, watchful, tortured Bone. The 
film is a brilliant attack not only 
on child abuse, but indirectly on 
the mentality of hypocrites like 
Ted Turner who promote all 
kinds of violence in the media 
but don’t like to look at, or be 
linked to, its effects. Turner’s re¬ 
jection of Bastard Out of Caroli¬ 
na — and more recently, his cam¬ 
paign against David Cronenberg’s 
Crash , allegedly for its images of 
“sick sex” — shows the pitfalls of 
allowing philistines to control 
cultural access. T

T he December edition of In the 
Life (KQED-9, Wednesday, De¬ 
cember IB, 11 p.m.), hosted by 
Katherine Linton (pictured), explores 
the state of AIDS in America — the 
toll, the challenges, the hopes, and 
some of the progress made in the past 
year. John Hatchett, former director 
of the New York People with AIDS 
Coalition, looks at the success of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and discusses the cost 
of the drug and the lack of access 
many have to it. In another segment, 
composer John Corigliano discusses his choral work Of Rage and 
Remembrance , which he was inspired to create after viewing the 
NAMES Project AIDS Memorial Quilt. Other segments examine 
the Broadway phenomenon Rent ; the International Gay Rodeo; the 
emergence of the transgendered community in America (includ¬ 
ing an interview with Kate Bomstein, author of Gender Outlaw); 
and much more. The show ends with a look at POWARS: Pet Own¬ 
ers with AIDS Resource Service, an organization of volunteers who 
help PWAs by providing assistance with their animals.

S f the news media’s coverage of 
gay and lesbian issues leaves 
i something to be desired, it’s 
worth looking back to see just how 
far it has come. A mere five years 
ago, the gay press couldn’t attract a 
single major national advertiser. 
It’s been barely a decade since 
there were no openly gay journal¬ 
ists writing mainstream print 
news. It’s only 15 years since the 


AIDS epidemic was written off as 
too unimportant to cover by the 
New York Times. Going back fur¬ 
ther to the days of Anita Bryant, 
Stonewall and lurid television 
documentaries where homosexu¬ 
als appeared only in silhouette, the 
media’s treatment of gay and les¬ 
bian America today seems like an 
amazing transformation. 

In Straight News: Gays, Les¬ 
bians, and the News Media (Co¬ 
lumbia University Press, $29.95), 
former CNN correspondent Ed¬ 


ward Alwood reflects on the his¬ 
tory of gay news coverage, from 
total silence to sensationalism, 
stereotyping to more accurate and 
complex coverage. Optimistic and 
perhaps sympathetic to a fault re¬ 
garding the daunting task facing 
the media, he paints a picture of 
progress and improvement over a 
relatively short period — the last 
50 years. 

Alwood’s basic message is that 
everything has changed. The news 
media are no longer the adver¬ 
saries of the gay community — or 
at least not every outlet, not always. 
If his point sometimes seems over¬ 
stated when relatively gay-friendly 
papers like the Washington Post 
and New York Times still share 
newsstand space with the far more 
antagonistic New York Post and 
Washington Times, it is true that 
the news media are making serious 
changes for the better in their cov¬ 
erage of gay issues. 

Perhaps the most significant 
catalyst for change in the media’s 
gay coverage, Alwood asserts, has 


been the increasing presence of 
openly gay and lesbian correspon¬ 
dents in newsrooms. Along with 
strong community pressure and 
changing political attitudes, the 
role of gay reporters behind the 
scenes is paramount. 

Being out in the news media 
has become far more common 
over the past few years, thanks in 
part to organizations like the Na¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Journalists 
Association, of which Alwood is a 
charter member. But the progress 
of openly gay journalists has been 
uneven, as a quick glimpse at a 
NLGJA luncheon roster will attest: 
far more gay men than lesbians 
have come out, far more whites 
than people of color. While this is 
partly reflective of the demo¬ 
graphic makeup of newsrooms in 
general, its impact means that the 
progress made in gay coverage has 
also been uneven; if more gay 
community sources are quoted 
arid more gay individuals inter¬ 
viewed in news stories, they are 
still mostly male and white.

Lagging behind 

Another major split lies be¬ 
tween print and broadcast journal¬ 
ism. While print news media have 
made tremendous strides, with 
openly gay writers from the late 
Randy Shilts to Deb Price making 
national headlines, television in 
particular — especially on-air tal¬ 
ent — has lagged far behind. 

In part, Alwood says, this is due 
to the more conservative approach 
of television, which strives to 
maintain the least offensive facade. 
Also, with fewer sponsors and an 
emphasis on ratings (CNN divides 
its ratings into half-hour blocks, 
but the New York Times doesn’t 
collect subscription rates based on 
individual articles each day), the 
on-air broadcasters are particular¬ 
ly vulnerable to the whims of au¬ 
diences and advertisers. 

Alwood recalls his own stint 
on Washington’s Channel 5 News 
in the 1970s, when he and a col¬ 
league walked into a gay bar. 

“When most people go into a 
gay bar, they’re anonymous unless 
they give their name to someone,” 
he says. “We would walk in the 
door, and people would know 
where we worked, our names, 
how to call us the next day; they 
could even call our boss, before 
we’d ever talked to them. It’s a 
very precarious situation.” 

He is reluctant, however, to pin 
the blame on television news pro¬ 
ducers; it’s not direct pressure 
from above that keeps many gay 
newspeople in the closet, he says, 
but indirect pressure from within. 
In fact, he says, the homophobic 
bias many activists have railed 
against for years is today overstat¬ 
ed, or misunderstood. 

Faulty structure 

In the course of his investiga¬ 
tions for Straight News, Alwood 
did come across general trends of 
bias in gay coverage, but he refers 
to this as “blind bias” as opposed 
to intentional homophobia. 
Rather than deliberately slanting 
stories against gays, the news 
media simply use methods that 
tend to favor “experts” and public 
figures who tend to uphold the 
status quo in a very conservative 
fashion; it isn’t that the reporters 
are homophobic, but that the very 
structure of news collection is tilt¬ 
ed against anything out of the 
mainstream, Alwood explains. 

“I think it’s more a bias toward 
the heterosexual community and 
toward the established ideology 
than it is against us,” he says. “The 
media has never really grasped the 
idea that sources have their own 
ideology, and there are patterns 
among sources, and there is a re¬ 
sponsibility in the sources they 
choose.” 

The author is also quick to de¬ 
bunk the notion of “objectivity” in 
news reporting; he freely admits 
that every reporter brings person¬ 
al perspectives to a story. The so¬ 
lution to anti-gay coverage, how¬ 
ever, is not cheerleading in favor of 
the gay community; the goal, he 
argues, should simply be fairness. 

“We can’t as a community ad¬ 
vocate fairer, impartial coverage 
on one hand, and then complain 
about coverage that may not put 
us in the best light,” he says. “Fair¬ 
ness is a goal that can be reached. 
What’s fair is not applying a dou¬ 
ble standard to gays and lesbians, 
[but] applying the same types of 
news values to gays and lesbians 
that are applied to the broader 
community.” T

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Proud flesh 

'The Blade' revisits 
'The One-Armed Swordsman'

T sui Hark’s most recent film 
is narrated by, and told 
largely from the viewpoint 
of, a woman. In addition to being 
a rarity in Hong Kong historical 
action films, this is also mislead¬ 
ing. The woman, Siu Ling (Sang 
Ni), the daughter of a sword man¬ 
ufacturer, is mostly irrelevant, lost 
like many of the characters in 
Tsui’s dazzling blaze of sweating 
male flesh, clashing swords, dust, 
mud, fire, and swirling smoke. 

The Blade is the director’s 
paean to the muscular, exposed 
male body and all the ways it can 
be assaulted — pummeling, 
whipping, biting, beating, and 
hacking. A new weapon appears 
in the form of a lethal bear trap, 
which is used to “body-mark” the 
film’s two main characters in ways 
we don’t often see in these films. 
The vicious Fei Lung (Xiong 
Xinxin) is heavily tattooed, and 
the heroic Ding On (the gorgeous 
Zhao When Zhou) is symbolical¬ 
ly castrated when his arm is 
hacked off. 

The story is an update of the 
Shaw Brothers’ 1967 epic The 
One-Armed Swordsman, which 
has been credited with starting 
the modern fad for Mandarin 
swordfighting movies. Ding On, a 
factory worker, discovers his boss 
adopted him as a baby after his fa¬ 
ther was killed by the fierce ban¬ 
dit Fei Lung. His search for his fa¬ 
ther’s killer results in the loss of 
his arm, but he trains himself to 
use his remaining arm to fight 


with a “blade,” a kind of meat 
cleaver on a string that he learns 
to use so well he can take on 
whole armies. In a telling devel¬ 
opment that could be read as a 
cultural awakening, the fight 
scenes no longer depend on Tsui’s 
trademark magical flying; his 
warriors now must rely on their 
own cunning, speed, and agility. 

Hong Kong films’ obsession 
with the power and vulnerability 
of the male body reaches some 
kind of apotheosis here, particu¬ 
larly in the early factory scenes, 
where hunky workers walk 
around naked (or nearly so) 
much of the time, at one point 
pulling down their pants en masse 
for a graphic whipping by their 
disgruntled boss. Audiences fa¬ 


miliar with the political develop¬ 
ments in Hong Kong (the transfer 
of the colony back to China next 
year) will view such scenes as re¬ 
hearsals of feared future violence, 
and Ding On’s triumph as a mere 
wish-fulfillment fantasy. Ding On 
succeeds by reviving old world 
values of honor, practice, and de¬ 
termination, but Tsui’s mise-en- 
scene of faceless enemies and mys¬ 
terious, unstable environments 
suggests our hero’s achievement is 
temporary, as precarious as Hong 
Kong’s fate. ▼

Strappin' tappin' hunks show off 
rhythmic prowess in 'Tap Dogs'

ugged, athletic, sweaty and 
' ' sexy, Tap Dogs is an un- 
1 m apologetically entertaining 
showcase of muscular tap dancing 
executed by a testosterone-infused 
cast of six strapping studs. The 
show, an Australian import, con¬ 
tinues at the Orpheum Theatre 
through December 15. 

Up til now, you may have 
thought that the only tap dog in 
existence was Ann Miller. Well, 
even after seeing this show, I can’t 
tell you exactly what a tap dog is, 
but Ann Miller is definitely not 
one. To begin with, a tap dog must 
be a good-looking, industrial- 
strength male from Down Under 
who can tap in work boots, at 45- 
degree angles, upside down, or in 
a vat of water. Now, Ann Miller is 
a good dancer, and you can’t beat 
that helmet of hair, but she just 
doesn’t qualify. Not even Gene 
Kelly, Donald O’ Connor, or Bo- 
jangles Robinson qualify, because 
when you’re a tap dog, it’s more 
about rhythmic prowess than 
razzmatazz shuck ’n’ jive. 

Like the all-dance, all-noise 
shows that precede it, such as 
Stomp and Bring In Da Noise, 
Bring In Da Funk, Tap Dogs at¬ 
tempts to take tap dancing out of 


the rather patrician musical the¬ 
ater world to which it has gravi¬ 
tated and into a hip-hop, funked- 
up, dare-devil world of masculine 
brio. All Tap Dogs is is one auda¬ 
ciously creative dance sequence 
after another: no talk beyond the 
guttural noise of exertion, and no 
story of any kind. 

The six dancers, led by Dein 
Perry, who created and choreo¬ 
graphed the show, are all “types,” 
which makes it easier to differen¬ 
tiate them from one another. 
Perry is the lord god king and lead 
dancer. He’s the centerpiece of the 
action. Adorable, lanky Ben Read 


is the ever-smiling second in com¬ 
mand who seems primed to take 
the lead at any minute. Darren 
Disney is the long-haired strutting 
tapper who usually feels the need 
to include some disco moves in 
his routines. Drew Kaluski is the 
bare-chested athletic dancer, 
while Billy Burke is something of 
a put-upon little guy. Nathan 
Sheens is the big ham of the cast. 

The dances Perry has con¬ 
ceived are infused with humor 
(the tap duels are always good-na¬ 
tured and every dancer gets a few 
laughs) and loaded with energetic

cabaret’s death knell will have to 
ring some other year. 

The list of singers scheduled to 
perform at the convention reads 
like a who’s who of cabaret: Ann 
Hampton Callaway, Barbara Car- 
roll, Val Diamond, Jeff Harnar, 
Hildegarde, Meg Mackay, Sharon 
McNight, Paula West, Nancy Dus- 
sault, Karen Morrow, Clark Ster¬ 
ling, Billy Stritch, Phillip Officer, 
Darlene Popovic, Mary Cleere 
Haran, Amanda McBroom, Mau¬ 
reen McVerry, and Liliane Mon- 
tevecchi. The two San Francisco 
venues for the convention will be 
the Herbst Theater and the York 
Hotel’s Plush Room. Last year’s 
ticket price of $10 per show creat¬ 
ed a sell-out for almost every 
show.

Wondrous Weslia 

One performer who was not 
included in the Cabaret Conven¬ 
tion last year but will be this year 
is San Francisco’s own Weslia 
Whitfield, who is holding court 
for the next month in the Plush 
Room. Anyone who doubts the 
worth of cabaret need only spend 
90 minutes under the spell of 
Whitfield and her 

accompanist/arranger Mike 
Greensill to be convinced of the 
art form’s hardiness. 

In their latest show, dubbed 


Teach Me Tonight, Whitfield and 
Greensill journey through the 
American popular song with a 
style, grace and integrity all their 
own. Whitfield begins the set with 
Sammy Cahn and Jule Styne’s 
1943 “I’ve Heard That Song Be¬ 
fore,” which is usually sung in a 
bright, up tempo arrangement. 
Greensill has slowed it down, and 
in Whitfield’s graceful vocal treat¬ 
ment, the heretofore happy, sappy 
tune becomes rich and poignant. 
The same can be said for the 
Rodgers and Hart classic “I Wish I 
Were In Love Again.” All of a sud¬ 
den, in the hands of these musi¬ 
cians, the song reveals a sharp 
humor and wry melancholy that 
would probably even surprise 
lyricist Hart. 

There is no one around to 


match the quality of Whitfield 
and Greensill. Their work togeth¬ 
er is so assured, smart and true to 
the spirit of the songs that it be¬ 
comes impossible for the listener 
to avoid falling into a state of ec¬ 
static reverie when the music is 
on. They just get better and better 
every year. 

For the Plush Room gig, Whit¬ 
field and Greensill are accompa¬ 
nied on the bass by John Witala, 
and their song list includes work 
by Jerome Kern, Harold Arlen, 
and centennial birthday boy Ira 
Gershwin. T

Pianist Robin Sutherland puts personal 
stamp on Bach's 'Goldberg Variations'

W ith the San Francisco 
Symphony currently on 
strike, a hundred or so 
musicians have suddenly found 
themselves with a lot of free time 
on their hands. One can only 
hope they’re using it wisely. For a 
lesson in how to effectively utilize 
down time, one could take a few 
pointers from Robin Sutherland, 
the SF Symphony’s principal pi¬ 
anist, who has recently released a 
recording of J.S. Bach’s musical 
tour de force, The Goldberg Varia¬ 
tions (d’Note Classics). 

Some would argue that the last 
thing the world needed was an¬ 
other recording of Bach’s endur¬ 
ing masterpiece, a set of 30 varia¬ 
tions on a theme composed in 
1740 for Count Kaiserling’s per¬ 
sonal harpsichordist, Johann 
Goldberg. But familiar as this 
music may be to us, Sutherland’s 
recording is hardly run of the 
mill. It is unique for, among other 
things, not adhering to the stan¬ 
dard cuts most keyboard artists 
impose on the work (the disc runs 
close to 90 minutes; most clock in 
around 75 minutes). More impor¬ 
tantly, though, Sutherland’s effort 
is distinguished by a sense of ad¬ 
venture that remains palpable 
throughout. Recent musicological 
interest in Bach has had the posi¬ 
tive side-effect of making the 
Kappelmeister’s work a conspicu¬ 
ous, if not forbidding, presence 
on the musical horizon, in partic¬ 
ular this piece. The downside of 
all that academic noodling, how¬ 
ever, is that pedagogy has begun 
to drain the music of its vitality. 
Sutherland, who has been think¬ 
ing about, living with, and playing 
the Goldberg Variations since he 
was a teenager (he’s now 43), has, 
with this project, effectively blown 
away some of the dust that has 


collected on this score, allowing 
for the work’s wit, quicksilver 
playfulness, and love of sheer vir¬ 
tuosity to emerge unencumbered. 
Hearing his traversal of this sem¬ 
inal keyboard work is like hearing 
the piece anew. This writer isn’t 
the only one to think so, either; 
Sutherland’s recording of the 
Goldberg Variations has just been 
nominated for a Grammy Award. 

Powered by the thought of an 
openly gay San Francisco musi- 


strained by the physical require¬ 
ments of an LP record; yet I’m 
surprised that with the currently 
available technology there aren’t 
more complete recordings of this 
remarkable work. My recording 
seems to be the only Goldberg in 
the present catalog that takes full 
advantage of the time factor. And 
this is a work neither written 
hastily nor meant to be listened to 
in haste. The first traversals of it 
— at the hands of Johann Gold- 


Glenn Gould inspired me to look 
at the piece. He brought the 
‘Goldberg Variations' to currency. 
He took them from the arcane 
world of the harpsichord and made 
them interesting to pianists. 


cian winning such a high-profile 
prize, the B.A.R. decided it was 
high time to chat with Sutherland, 
who lives in San Francisco with 
his husband of “nine very, very 
happy” years, Jose Padgett. 

Why the Goldberg Variations? 

I chose to record the Goldberg 
Variations because it seems to be 
the work that speaks somehow 
most directly to me. The trunca¬ 
tions in it, or “cuts,” which have 
almost become standard in other 
recordings, were never meant to 
be there, certainly not by Bach 
himself. On this project, I was af¬ 
forded the relative luxury of doing 
the piece fully, stretching it to the 
boundaries of its considerable di¬ 
mensions. At nearly one and a half 
hours, its length is not something 
to be shied away from in my view. 
Others may have been con- 


berg in the early 1740s — were 
given at leisure, and this is what I 
hope to have emulated. 

Have you ever played the Gold¬ 
berg Variations on harpsichord, 
the instrument for which they 
were written? 

On the work’s title page, Bach 
designates this work specifically

about it,” he relates. “I wasn’t 
scared of dying; in my life, 119 
people have died of AIDS, so the 
concept of dying is a regular phe¬ 
nomenon for me. But I had always 
been pretty physically active. I was 
a runner, and I was very afraid of 
being paralyzed. I didn’t know 
how I could ever deal with that.” 

Friends and colleagues — not 
to mention many of the 5,000 
artists he brought to Walker during 
his tenure — rallied to his side, 
which was fantastic, but kind of be¬ 
side the point. Sure, he was loved, 
but he was also immobile from the 
neck down. “I remember times 
when it was very early in the morn¬ 
ing, around dawn, and it would be 
very quiet in the hospital. And all I 
could move were my eyes. And I 
would just fantasize about getting 
over to the window somehow. I 
would hit my head against the win¬ 
dow and slit my throat on the bro¬ 
ken glass, because I didn’t know 
how I could live any longer.” 

In retrospect, IGllacky credits 
his partner of two years, novelist 
Larry Connolly, with his survival. 
“He stayed with me 24 hours a 
day, round the clock, and anytime 
I woke up, he was there, holding 
my hand, telling me everything 
was going to be okay.” 

A major turning point came 
when Killacky was rushed into in¬ 
tensive care to correct massive in¬ 
ternal bleeding. “I actually 
thought I was dying then. And 
Larry just held me and said, ‘John, 
please don’t die,’ and so I didn’t. 
Then they stabilized me and I 
thought, ‘Okay, I’m stabilized. 
Let’s get to work.’” 

Work, in this case, meant six 


weeks in physical rehabilitation, 
where Killacky learned to move 
again. “You sort of have to recre¬ 
ate yourself,” he says. “The whole 
process is pretty astounding. You 
wake up and you can’t move a fin¬ 
ger, and you’re shattered, and then 
slowly you start to come back. 
Your body unravels. The first time 
I stood up, after not knowing if I’d 
ever stand again, was incredible. 
Everything became new again, 
everything was a first. It was actu¬ 
ally kind of fun.” 

Today, six months after the op¬ 
eration, Killacky walks with a 
cane, can’t discern hot from cold 
on his left side, and can’t sense 
where his hips and left leg are un¬ 
less he’s actually looking at them. 
He still exercises various muscle 
groups for two hours a day. But, 
he says, that’s fine. “Do I miss part 
of my old body? Yes. Do I miss 
what I could do before? Yes. I’m 
still mourning the losses. But I’m 
beginning to celebrate some of 
the opportunities.” 

One of the opportunities he’s 
celebrating is his new position at 
the Center, which he assumed on 
December 1. "I had wanted to 
work here for a long time. My sis¬ 
ter Jean lives in San Francisco, and 
about a year ago, I was visiting 
her, and we were walking through 
the garden [at the Center] and I 
said, ‘One of my dreams is to 
work at this place.’” 

As executive director, Killacky 
is essentially responsible for 
everything that goes on at the 
Center. “The buck really stops 
with me,” he grins. His list of re¬ 
sponsibilities seems endless: “I 
oversee the entire staff, work with 
the curators, make sure the the¬ 
aters and galleries are in top- 
notch condition. I help raise 
money, work with the marketing 


hour. “We had the mortgage put 
in both our names. It wasn’t a 
commitment ceremony at all, it 
was creating legal documents, and 
we felt that was our commitment 
to one another. Because then we 
did actually share our assets.” He 
pauses, a wry smile creeping 
across his face. “By assets, what I 
mean is the checking account.” 

He also gave Connolly power 
of attorney in case the surgery 
went wrong. “His rights took pri¬ 
ority over my blood family’s con¬ 
cerning medical decisions, includ¬ 
ing stopping care if necessary. We 
worked with a lawyer pretty care¬ 
fully to make sure everything was 
in order, and we made sure the 
medical staff all knew about it; the 
papers were in my file and Larry 
also carried copies with him at all 
times. And I was so glad we had 
that protection because, you 
know, my mom’s fantastic, but 
she’s Catholic, and I’ve been a 
Buddhist for 20 years. I would 
have wanted to be cremated, and 
she’s already told me that she 
would have buried me.” 

Killacky sighs, an oh-the- 
drama sigh, then brightens. 
“What’s great about being here in 
San Francisco,” he says, “is that 
people don’t really know much 
about what happened to me. In 
Minneapolis, people were so hor¬ 
rified by the story, they were as 
traumatized by it, as I was. People 
would always come up to me and 
hug me and ask if I was okay. 
Whereas here, you meet me, and 
it’s like, he shakes a little and has a 
cane. Big deal. In this communi¬ 
ty, this is who I am.” 

Not that his fame at Walker 
won’t sometimes come in handy 
at the Center. Shortly after he 
started work last week, Killacky 
noticed that someone was filming 
something in one of the theaters, 
and he decided to have a peek. 

“You can’t go in there,” said a 
guard who was stationed by the 
door. “Oh, really?” said Killacky, 
eyebrows raised. “I’m the boss.” ▼

team, and I’m responsible for the 
budget, which is over $5 million.” 

When talking about the Cen¬ 
ter, Killacky gets visibly excited, 
and though he tends to use lots of 
dry, let’s-celebrate-diversity catch 
phrases (“We hope to really illu¬ 


minate the pluralism of San Fran¬ 
cisco”), his enthusiasm is genuine. 
“Have you seen our Hall of Fame 
show?” he asks excitedly, referring 
to the collection of Hall of Fame 
exhibits (curated by Artistic Di¬ 
rector of Visual Arts Renny Pri- 
tikin) culled from across the 
country, now juxtaposed at Yerba 
Buena. “There’s the Cowgirl Hall 
of Fame, the Hot Dog Hall of 
Fame, the croquet Hall of Fame,” 
he says, adding, somewhat sadly, 
that “Mattel wouldn’t let us have 
the Barbie Hall of Fame.” 

With the Hall of Fame Hall of 
Fame exhibit scheduled to remain 
up through February 23, 1997, 
Killacky and the curators can con¬ 
centrate on future shows. In June, 
the Center will showcase Bay Area 
artists; beyond that, plans aren’t 
definite, although the director 
does intend to bring to the Center 
a healthy amount of gay- and les¬ 
bian-specific art, a particular 
strength for which he occasional¬ 
ly drew criticism at Walker and 
was, in certain circles, branded an 
enfant terrible. 

“Sometimes in Minneapolis 
people would say to me, ‘Don’t you 
think you’re doing too much gay 
and lesbian programming?’ And I 
said, ‘Gosh, if we do 100 different 
events, and 10 of them have gay 
and lesbian content, is that too 
much?’ The audiences are there. I 
also feel that gay and lesbian work 
doesn’t appeal solely to gays and 
lesbians. I can go to Arthur Miller 
and have a good time; can’t straight 
people make that bridge? The bot¬ 
tom line is that [the Center] is a 
public institution, we receive public 
subsidy. Therefore we must reflect 
the lives of gay and lesbian people, 
because we pay taxes, too.” 

Making it legal 

If Killacky’s jobs have made 
him more aware of gay art, his 
surgery heightened his interest in 
queer politics, especially as it re¬ 
lates to gay marriage. “Up till then, 
I was really like, ‘What’s the big 
deal?’ But going into the surgery, I 
felt it was really important that we 
figure out the legal implications if 
something went wrong.” 

Killacky and Connolly’s “mar¬ 
riage” took place in downtown 
Minneapolis, on Killacky’s lunch

Iy# ou can’t be born into the 

V world and not be dealing 

fl with ogres and angels,” says 
Guy Kettelhack, author of Danc¬ 
ing Around the Volcano (Crown, 
$25). In his examination of gay 
men’s erotic psyches, Kettelhack 
struggles with psychosexual 
Jekylls and Hydes — both his own 
and those of men he has inter¬ 
viewed. Internal conflicts over 
dark desires and sexual needs cre¬ 
ate a loose narrative structure for 
the author. His goal, however, is 
not to resolve this tension but to 
put it in clearer relief. 

“I don’t see it as a problem to 
be solved, but as a conflict to be 
looked at, accepted, lived with,” he 
says. “What is this doing for me? 
How does it operate in my life? 
Are there ways I can accept and 
even have fun with stuff that some 
part of me says I can’t? Just to ask 
the questions without instantly 
jumping to how to fix it can be 
life-changing.” 

Kettelhack delves into sexuali¬ 
ty as a psychological phenome¬ 
non, one where inner selves splin¬ 
ter and battle amongst them¬ 
selves, and superegos sit in judg¬ 
ment of ids. In the midst of this 
fight, Kettelhack tries to call a 
time-out for self-reflection. 

“The therapy of this book is 
[to be as] accepting of as many of 
the impulses and urges that boot 
you in the ass as you can without 
a reflexive negative judgment,” he 
says. “It’s becoming conscious of 
the dark and the light stuff that’s 
there, giving yourself a breath of a 
moment to look at it with curios¬ 
ity rather than an instant pathol- 
ogizing urge.” 

Relying heavily on psycho¬ 
analysis and biological determin¬ 
ism — rather than sociology and 
social construction — Kettelhack 
sees the conflicts that tear at gay 
men’s sexual psyches as deeply 
rooted and nearly untouchable. 
The fact that the social, political 
and cultural positions of gay men 
have improved dramatically in the 
past few decades is largely beside 
the point in his analysis. 

“It’s not that someone who’s 
18 in 1996 can’t look around and 
say there are real positive mes¬ 
sages there for myself,” he ex¬ 
plains. “That’s not what you re¬ 
spond to. What you respond to is 
unconscious and it comes in in¬ 
fancy, so you’re always dealing 
with it. The conflict is internal, 
and it comes with being a human 
being.” 

Deep-rooted homophobia 

The same Victorian morals 
that most people internalize as in¬ 
fants, he maintains, create a sub¬ 
conscious sense of right and 
wrong, good and evil, particular¬ 
ly around an issue as sensitive as 
sexuality. These feelings can foster 
shame and self-hatred, denial and 
repression in gay men. They also 
feed deep-rooted homophobia 
among straight people — in par¬ 
ticular straight men — and Ket¬ 
telhack isn’t sure that this can ever 
be completely overcome. While 
legislation and cultural tolerance 
can change behaviors, he says, at¬ 
titudes about homosexuality may 
be too deeply ingrained to be af¬ 
fected by such external manipula¬ 
tion. There may be an insur¬ 
mountable gulf between gay men 
and straight men. 

“You’re dealing with a reflexive 


fear in straight male society that 
goes beyond [being touched] by 
logic or legislation or positive 
cover stories in the New York 
Times? says Kettelhack. “There’s a 
terrible fear I’m not sure is cur¬ 
able; it is so inchoate. That may be 
part of the conflict we have to live 
with.” 

Even the most liberal parents, 
he says, have a visceral negative 
reaction to learning their children 
are gay, whether or not they ex¬ 
press it openly. And while it’s im¬ 
portant to recognize the impact of 
people’s outward behavior, it’s 
also important to acknowledge 
the reality of their inward re¬ 
sponse. 

Helping straight America 
overcome its hard-wired 
homo-hatred is, therefore, far be¬ 
yond Kettelhack’s mission. His 
focus is instead on helping gay 
men examine their own desires 
and erotic lives without judging 
themselves. Kettelhack explores 
the potential of sadomasochistic 
role play and spiritual shaman¬ 
ism, and mines issues from pater¬ 
nal acceptance to sexual 
monogamy. Drawing on sources 
from Quentin Crisp to Michel 
Foucault in addition to his inter¬ 
view subjects, Kettelhack shows 
the variety of ways gay men nego¬ 
tiate their sexual psyches. 

Listen without judging 

In some ways his narrative 
model, with its diverse litany of 
struggles and routes to healing, 
sounds like a 12-jStep meeting, 
and that’s no coincidence. Kettel¬ 
hack has authored several books 
on sobriety and alcoholism, and 
the impact of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous on his thinking is evident in 
many places. 

“What AA taught me to do is 
listen to other people without 
judging,” he says. “The point is 
not to fix anybody else but just to 
listen. That’s amazingly healing 
over the long term.” 

Where he departs from the 
12-step model, however, is in his 
sense of personal license, where 
each man sets his own goals and 
finds his own comfort level with 
his internal frictions. Rather than 
trying to eliminate the dark parts 
of psyche and behavior, Kettel¬ 
hack revels in the tension between 
dark and light. His aim is to un¬ 
derstand rather than suppress the 
Mister Hyde inside. 

“Since compulsion arises out 
of a severe sense of repression, we 
help ourselves more when we give 
ourselves permission to have an 
urge or feeling or fantasy, and 
sometimes act out on them,” he 
says. “A lot of what fuels the re¬ 
pression is self-hate, and if there’s 
a way to ease that self-hate, then 
options become available.” 

Despite the creeping sexual 
conservatism masquerading as 
disease prevention, those options 
have not changed in the era of 
AIDS, he claims. While the epi¬ 
demic has fueled many men’s psy¬ 
chological fears and aggravated 
the split between desires and 
judgment in many men’s minds, 
the basic internal conflicts at work 
kick in long before consciousness 
of HIV. In fact, AIDS has been 
used too often as an excuse for gay 
men’s psychological discord, ob¬ 
scuring the deeper reasons. 

“AIDS quickly became the 
forum for fears that were already 
there,” the author notes. “It be¬ 
came a magnet for internal issues. 
If you could get rid of AIDS right

now, you’d still have a lot of peo¬ 
ple in conflict. It becomes a scape¬ 
goat.” 

There are no tangible external 
targets to pin the blame on, how¬ 
ever. Instead of prescribing a way 
to reconcile what he dubs the 
“enigma of gay men and sex,” Ket¬ 
telhack explores how several men 
have looked into their own lives at 
their own conflicts and sought 
self-acceptance. 

“The liberation — and the 
tough part — in what I’m calling 
for is that it’s totally up to you,” he 
says. “You have to diagnose it 
yourself. You have to decide what 
you need.” ▼

Laurel by Isabel Miller; Naiad, 
$10.95

We say the word as if it 
had one meaning we all un¬ 
derstood in the same way. In her 
last novel, published posthumous¬ 
ly by Naiad Press, Isabel Miller, the 
author of the much-loved and 
greatly revered Patience and Sarah, 
explores the faces of love in a 
tightly constructed tale that traces 
the history of a relationship and 
the many twists the concept of 
love takes in the course of one life. 

Lucille is a 43-year-old dyke 
when she meets the possibly 
straight, impossibly enchanting, 
twenty-something Laurel. The 
time is the 70s, and Lucille is a 
lesbian of the old school, fearful 
of discovery, wedded to strict 
rules of femme behavior. Laurel is 
a free spirit, interested in all of 
life’s possibilities. 

Laurel and Lucille become 
friends, confidantes, lovers (for 
one night); Lucille is forced by 
Laurel’s outrageous behavior to 
consider the unthinkable, her 
own desires. Her journey to self is 
moving and believable. 

Miller does a wonderful job of 
recalling the history of lesbianism 
over the period of change that 
began with Stonewall and contin¬ 
ues to today. Her characters are 
richly detailed and warmly 
human. Laurel is a lovely gift to all 
of us dykes who read, as well as a 
stunning reminder of where we’ve

No bang 
for your 
buck

Close Calls: New Lesbian Fiction 
edited by Susan Fox Rogers; St. 
Martins, $24.95 

ny anthology of lesbian fic¬ 
tion begins these days with 
a soul-searching quest for 
definitions. What is lesbian fic¬ 
tion, after all? Written by or writ¬ 
ten about or written by and 
about? What about style? Does it 
matter at all? Is content the final 


arbiter? 

Susan Fox Rogers, editor of 
this mostly rather dreary collec¬ 
tion, was “open to anything in 
form, style or plot. All [she] re¬ 
quired was a character who was a 
lesbian and a story that was writ¬ 
ten by a woman.” OK. I’ve always 
considered all women to be either 
lesbians or pre-lesbians, but it 
seems to me that the looseness of 
Rogers’ definition renders this 
collection less useful than it might 
be. 

The stories range in quality 
from not too bad to not at all 
good, with a few exceptions that, 
though quite good, are not worth 
the steep $24.95 asking price. 
Anna Livia’s “Lightning Dances 
Over the Prairie Like Lust at a 
Nightclub” is a wonderful, 
thrilling, exquisite piece of writ¬ 
ing. If we had such a thing in this 
country as living national trea¬ 
sures, Anna Livia would retire the 
title. 

Jeanne Winer’s “The Trip We 
Took Last February” is a funny 
and strangely moving tale of the 
love between Judith, who is “con¬ 
vinced that the world is funda¬ 
mentally an unsafe place,” and 
Deidre, who “think[s] of the 
world as a giant playground 
where nothing bad usually hap¬ 
pens, and if it does, it’s an unex¬ 
pected surprise.” 

Editor Rogers claims that “an¬ 
thologies function as our literary 
magazines.” Maybe, but the liter¬ 
ary magazines that I’ve seen offer 
considerably more quality for the 
price. Close Calls is not worth 
your time. T

dazzle. At 75 minutes, Tap Dogs is 
the perfect length for a dance 
show that tries (and mostly suc¬ 
ceeds) to top itself with each suc¬ 
cessive number. Sheens duets with 
a basketball, Burke literally dances 
on the ceiling of the scaffolding 
set (an ingenious design by Nigel 
Triffitt, who also directed), the en¬ 
tire cast plays a variety of drum 
machines with their feet in a veri¬ 
table symphony of percussion, 
and Perry swirls amid a fountain 
of construction-site sparks.

dience get dowsed when the cast 
takes to tapping in a water trough. 

The mostly rock (and very 
loud) score is performed by An¬ 
drew Wilkie (who also composed 
it) and Jason Yudoff, but the real 
music of the night comes from 
the well-miked feet of the dancers. 
These wizards from Oz put on a 
good, fast-moving show that 
demonstrates just how much fun 
it can be when dancing is done 
Tap Dog-gy style. ▼

for the two-manual harpsichord, 
and I defy him, obviously, by 
playing it on piano. But Bach 
never knew the piano as we know 
it today, simply because they had¬ 
n’t yet got the bugs out of it by the 
time he was shown one in 1748 at 
the court of Frederick the Great 
in Potsdam. The instrument was 
refined quickly thereafter, but 
Bach, who died in 1750, never 
lived to get those late reports. I 
have only to examine his wonder¬ 
ful writing for the flute, the vio¬ 
lin, and the voice, however, to 
know in my heart that he would 
have approved of what I have 
done here. And I would remind 
the purists of musicologist 
Michael Steinberg’s observation 
that Bach himself was a persis¬ 
tent, bold, and joyous translator, 
not only of his own music, but of 
others as well. 

In your opinion, what explains the 
timeless appeal of the Goldberg 
Variations? 

The eternal appeal of the Goldberg 
Variations derives from its affir¬ 
mation of that old but correct 
wheeze that boundless freedom 
emerges from dauntingly ordered 
strictures. What Bach does with 
his 32-bar bass line stands as one 
of the pillars of Western Civiliza¬ 
tion. And even though the aria 
from which the whole work 
springs was found in Bach’s note¬ 
book, we’re not certain that it was 
even composed by Bach. It is a 
richly ornamented sarabande, but 
in other hands that might have 
been the end of it. 

What is the biggest challenge to 
the performer of these works? 

In a live performance the trick is 
to get the statement to express 
such unity that you can’t imagine 
for a second that anything can be 
taken out of the piece. To make it 
exist spacially as it exists physical¬ 
ly on paper. Of course, recording 
the piece is easier. All you have to 
do is get the variations right one 
at a time. Everything stops at the 
end of 32 bars, and then through 
the miracle of editing, you can 
seam it altogether. 

Which are your favorite record¬ 
ings of the Goldberg Variations, 
and which your least? 

The recording most precious to 
me is that of Wanda Landowska 
(late ’40s) on harpsichord, possi¬ 
bly because it dates to my earliest 
awareness of the piece. The liber¬ 
ties she takes — such as virtually 
recomposing the end of the sev¬ 
enth variation — have just got to 
be admired. I, too, am very partial 
to the Goldbergs of Wilhelm 
Kempff. I only wish that there 
were recordings available of some 
who have tried the piece, and 
bravely, considering the times in 
which they flourished — like 
Beethoven and Liszt. 

On the other end of the spec¬ 
trum we find Keith Jarrett and 
Anthony Newman, neither of 
whom has done the two most im¬ 
portant things with the piece — 
to sit with it, humbly, and, of 
course, to practice it. 

When did you first become aware 
of this music? 

Glenn Gould was one of the first 
to inspire me to look at the Gold¬ 
berg Variations. Gould brought 
them to currency. He took them 
from a less arcane world, the un¬ 
approachable world of the harp¬ 
sichord, and made them interest¬ 
ing to pianists. He made them 



more than The longest Piece in 
the World. He recorded them 
twice in the ’50s, and both record¬ 
ings earned Grammys. 

Which pianists have influenced 
you most? 

My favorite pianist in all the 
world is Josef Lhevinne. Even 
though he died in 1943, preclud¬ 
ing any chance I might have to 
hear him in live performance, and 
even though he probably never 
thought more than two or three 
minutes in his entire life about the 
Goldberg Variations — it wasn’t 
in fashion back then, believe it or 
not — he was possessed of super¬ 
human technical prowess, a piano 
tone like the morning stars, and 
an innate musical intellect that 
defies description. He has raised 
the lid higher than anyone, for me 
anyway, with respect to what the 
piano is capable of doing. In de¬ 
scending order after Lhevinne 
come Sergei Rachmaninoff and 
Josef Hofmann. Among living pi¬ 
anists, I must mention Earl Wild, 
for all of these reasons. For Bach 
on the piano, the luminous name 
of Rosalyn Tureck must be men¬ 
tioned first and foremost. 

How has the 20th-century art of 
recording changed our percep¬ 
tions of 18th-century keyboard 
music? 

The art of recording has changed 
our perception of Bach’s music 
enormously, although from what 
I can’t really say. Bach is lost to us 
utterly in this regard — we know 
his notes, his few invaluable trea¬ 
tises, and we know the details of a 
rather well-documented life. But 
what in hell did he play like? He 
was well-trained, yet the curricu¬ 
lum of his time was vastly differ¬ 
ent from ours today — improvi¬ 
sation was stressed heavily back 
then, and that, when combined 
with the practice of scant notation 
and even scarcer interpretive indi¬ 
cation, leaves us with one of the 
largest works in the keyboard lit¬ 
erature, and one of the blankest 
slates. Scholarship is vital to the 
guesswork in realizing the music. 
The art of recording has broad¬ 
ened enormously the audience for 


this music. 

Besides the piano, what are your 
other interests? 

My main interest outside of music 
is the field of Polynesian lan¬ 
guages and linguistics, with an 
emphasis on the Hawaiian lan¬ 
guage, and a more specific em¬ 
phasis on the translation into 
English of 19th-century Hawaiian 
monarchial poetry. A couple of 
my efforts in this area have been 
published in Honolulu by the 
Queen Lili’uokalani Trust. I like 
the challenge of working in a lan¬ 
guage that has no equivalents for 
the English “to be” or “to have.” 
This makes Hamlet’s soliloquy in 
Hawaiian tough, but it can be 
done! Also, Hawaiian is a trea¬ 
sure-trove of kaona, or hidden 
meaning, which can really only be 
understood by immersion in the 
culture. It’s a little like Debussy’s 
La Mer, in that people who think 
the piece is about the ocean are 
largely missing the point. ▼

I remember 
MOMA 

S cott Thompson’s photographs of 
SFMOMA showing at Mad 
Magda’s Russian Tea Room 
through the month, prove how quick¬ 
ly the Museum’s Mario Botta architec¬ 
ture has become iconic for SF. Thomp¬ 
son’s series of interiors of the building 
resolve into abstract fields of shapes 
and light. Botta’s idiosyncratic design 
vision becomes modulated by the 
photographer’s own. 

Right now is a particularly good 
time to visit the museum. Up in the 
fifth and fourth floor galleries, the 
show of German artist Katharina 
Fritsch’s large-scale sculptures is de¬ 
signed to impress. Her Museum Mod- 
ell 1:10 is a huge white pedestal, atop 
which an octagonal pavilion is sur¬ 
rounded by a “web” of black trees. A 
mirrored ball hanging from the ceiling 
reflects the museum and its environs 
in the shape of a star: this is architec¬ 
tural model as visionary landscape. 

Fritsch’s works have the heroic 
scale, but also the placid emptiness, of 
minimalist sculpture. Still, her ambi¬ 
tious creations inspire reflection and a 
measure of awe. 

Currently, the big crowd-pleaser at 
SFMOMA is Crossing the Frontier: 
Photographs of the Developing West , 
1849 to the Present, a wide-ranging 
survey of Western photography, from 
such remote locales as San Marcos, 
Texas and Vaughn, New Mexico, to ur- 
bania like Gary Winogrand’s Santa 
Monica. The exhibit is exemplary of 
the museum’s strong holdings in pho¬ 
tography, along with two more photo 
shows, the ongoing Picturing Moder¬ 
nity, and Commonplace Mysteries: Pho¬ 
tographs by Peter Hujar, Andrea Modi- 
ca, and Bill Owens. B.A.R. readers may 
especially enjoy Modica’s studies of the 
young studpups who play minor 
league baseball, and Hujar’s portraits 
of gay icons Ethyl Eichelberger, Candy 
Darling, David Wojnarowicz, and Di¬ 
vine seem destined for the ages. 

Finally, the works by 1996 SECA Art 
Award winners D-L Alvarez, Anne Ap¬ 
pleby, and Barry McGee remain up 
through January 7, though McGee’s 
mural deserves to be a permanent in¬ 
stallation. The three artists will appear at 
a lecture tonight, December 12,7 p.m. in 
the museum’s Phyllis Wattis Theater. ▼
